IMEMBERS OF THE HOUSE 
PUPPETS OF HENDERSON 


Jn Caustic Language Cushman Por- 
trays Despotic Rule of Hender- 
son and the Decadence of 
House—Storm of Ap- 
plause Greets Him.

Washington, April 17.—(Special.)—The 
Btar event in the house today was a sen- 
pational attack upon the _ republican 
speaker end house ieaders by Representa- 
tive Cushman, of Washington, who first 
attained fame as the man who defeated 
James Hamilton Lewis, but who has 
proved himself as brilliant in debate as 


his predecessor. In brilliant language Mr,-}- 


Cushman discussed the house oligarchy 


and criticised the methods used in pre-, 


venting individual members from repre- 
‘genting the interests of their constituents. 

General debate on the Caiban reciproci- 
ty bill closes tomorrow at 3 o’clock and 
it is the intention of the house leaders, 
if possible, to force a final vote on the 
passage of the bill before adjournment 
tomorrow night. All day long the lead- 
ers were counting noses and preparing for 
the final struggle tomorrow. The demo- 
crats are badly split on the measure. 

The opponents of the bill occupled most 
of the debate today, the feature being a 
vigorous speech by Mr. Cushman, repub- 
Hican, of Washington, against the meas- 
ure. Mr, Cushman arraigned the commit- 
tea on rules and the house leaders tn a 
breezy and at times sensational fashion. 
A portion of his criticism was in a semi- 
humorous vein, but some of it was de- 
cidedly caustic. 

DeArmond’s Vitriolic Comment. 

Mr. DeArmond, one of the leading dem- 
pcrats of the house, delivered a forcible 
spegch in favor of tariff reduction on 
trust articles. The other speakers were 
Messrs. Pierce, of Ténit@s8ee; Dougfass, 
of New York, and Lacey, of Iowa, for the 
bill, and Messrs. Jenkins, of Wisconsin; 
Gaines, of West Virginia; Warner, of Illi- 
nois; Garner, of Michigan; Jones, of 
Washington, and Loud, of California, 
against it. ) 

Mr. Loud declared that directly and 
indirectly Cuba already had cost the 
United States $1,000,000,000. 

Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, employed 
his vitriolic comment upon the attitude of 
members, with his accustomed freedom. 
Oalling attention to the fact that mem- 
bers.on both sides, whether they opposed 
or advecated the measure, justified their 
course by an appeal to their party prin- 
ciples, he remarked that viewed from 
these diverse standpoints the measure was 
indeed a remarkable departure in legis- 
lation. He commented upon the state- 
ment of General Grosvenor o few days 
ago that later the high rates of the Ding- 
ley law would be reduced and revised by 
the friends of the act. If the rates were 
too high, he saw no reason why the re- 
duction should not occur now, and in this 
connection referred sarcastically to the 
Babcock bill to place steel on the free list. 
its author had voted weainst the bill in 
committee, and he intimated broadly that 
the purpose of its introduction was to hold 
up the eteel trust and other kindred 
trusts for the benefit of his party in the 
coming campaign. 

Cushman Attacks Henderson. 

Mr. Cushman, of Washington, declared 
that a majority of the republicans of the 
house were today opposed to the bill, al- 
though @ majority were undoubtedly to- 
day convinced that it would be better for 
them to favor it. 

He émtimated that the speakers’ posi- 
tion was responsibie for the change of 
attitude of many of the members, and 
followed this statement with a very out- 
spoken and almost sensational criticism 
of the power exercised by the speaker. 

*}] make the statement on this floor 
now,’ said Mr. Cushman, “that no mem- 
ber who introduces a bill, not a private 
bill, can get it considered unless its suits 
the speaker, and if any one wants to 
deny that I am in «a personal position I 
am ina particularly happy frame of mind 
right now to give a little valuable testi- 
mony on that polnt. (Applause and 
jaughter.) 

“Who is the speaker of this house? Is 
te mortal lke the rest of us? Who is the 
speaker of this house that he sets up his 
immaculate judgment on every bill that 
ig introduced? When a member intro- 
duces a public bill in this house what 
happens? It is referred to @ great com- 
mittee of this house. They pass their 
judgment on it, recommend it for passage 
and then it goes on the calendar. Calen- 
dar! Thatis a misnomer. It ought to be 
called a cemetery.

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CONGRESSMAN CUSHMAN.

ASHINGTON, April 17.—The dem- 

ocrats of the house at a caucus 

held tonight, by a very large ma- 
jority, estimated at three to one, adopted 
the foHowing resolution introduced by 
Mr. Swanson, of Virginia: 

“Resolved, “That we favor the removal 
of the differential on refined sugar, both 
from Cuba and elsewhere, and believe 
that such amendments are properly in 
order and we insist that it is the duty 
of all democrats to vote whenever op- 
portunity is given to have these amend- 
ments added to the pending bill, provid- 
ing for Cuban reciprocity. We are op- 
posed ‘to the adoption of the previous 
question when the bill is reported to the 
house, unless it shall have been properly 
amended in committee of the whole, as 
this will prévent an opportunity for just 
and proper amendment with recorded 
votes on the same. 

‘‘Resolved, further, That.the action of 
this caucus is binding.”’ 

The caucus was rather turbulent dur- 
ing the early part of the evening, but 
toward the close the differences disap- 
peared and it broke up amid evidences 
of harmony and good feeling. The action 
taken tonight binds the democrats to 
vote to abolish the differential on refined 
sugar and against the previous question. 

Those who were instrumental in call- 
ing the caucus, wanted the members of 
their party to present a united front 
upon the proposition to take the differ- 
ential off of refined sugar. Representa- 
tive Hay, of Virginia, presided, and Rep- 


resentative Cowherd, of Missouri, acted 


as secretary. 
Republicans After Underwood. 


Ninety-four democrats were present. 
From the very outset the caucus was 
of an exciting character. Mr. Under- 
wood, of Alabama, who got the floor im- 
mediately after the meeting was called 
to order, threw a bombshell into the cau- 
cus by announcing that overtures had 
come to him from the republican side, 
by which it was to be agreed that the 
republican leaders would abandon the 
Crumpacker resolution to investigate the 
southern eléction laws if the delegations 
from the states concerned (North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Alabama, Missis- 
Sippi, Louisiana and Virginia). would aid 
the majority to close debate and wotlid 
vote against the appeals which will be 
taken from the decisions of the chair 
when the motions to open up the bill 
to general amendment are offered. Mr. 
Underwood declined to give the name of 
the republican from whom these assur- 
ances regarding the abandonment of the 
Crumpacker resolution came, and al- 
though arguing that it was to the inter- 
est of the states involved to accept the 
offer stated that the agreement had not 
been positively accepted, and for himsvulf 
agréed to abide by the decision of the 
caucus. The democratic vote on Wed- 
nesday to close debate came principally 
from the states mentioned above. 


Differential on Sugar.

Authoritative Statement. 

The following authoritative statement 
respecting the Louisville and Nashville 
situation was made today by a member 
of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co.: 

“The public, as well as the speculative 
community, should, bear in mind these 
three things: 

‘l. There will be no corner. 

“2. There will be no contest for con- 
trol. 

“3. J. P. Morgan absolutely controls 
Louisville and Nashville. 

“The first Is assured by Mr. Gates and 
the manner in which he has disposed of 
his stock. Mr. Belmont’s statements are 
assurances as to the second, and J. P. 
Morgan & Co. are sponsors for the third. 

“Further, Louisville and Nashville will 
be operated in the future as it has been 
in the past, and there will be no change. 

“J. P. Morgan & Co. say positively that 
the present status of the road remains 
as it has been heretofore, except that 
J. P. Morgan controls and directs abso- 
lutely and without qualification. 

“Those who intimate that Mr. Gates 
might possibly make trouble in the fu- 
ture, or that he is in any position to do 
s0, are much. mistaken. The Only one 
to be reckoned with in the management 
of Louisville and Nashville is Mr. Mo-- 
gan. If that fact is borne in mind there 
will be no misunderstanding and no need 
of guessing. The situation is controlled 
by him, and that should be sufficient 
gvarantee to everybody.”

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MRS, DUNCAN 
MAY ESCAPE 
SECOND TRIAL 


Institutes Habeas Corpus i 
ceedings to Effect Her Release 
from. Jail 


ATTACKS: MISTRIAL ORDER 
ISSUED BY JUDGE CANDLER 


Woman Asserts That Her Life Has 
Been in Jeopardy Once and She 
Cannot Be Tried Again for 
the Same Offense. 


The Duncan case took a.sudden and 
startling turn last night. Mrs. Duncan's 
attorneys instituted habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings against the sheriff of Fulton 
county to effect the release of their cli- 
ent. ‘They claim that she has been put 
in jeopardy once and cannot again be 
tried for the killing of her husband, 
James Duncan, whom she_ shot two 
months ago in a boarfling house on North 
Forsyth street. 

A petition was presented to Judge 
Lumpkin last evening and he issued an 
order requiring the sheriff to produce 
the body of the prisoner in court next 
Thursday afternoon, when a hearing of 
the case will bé had. Counsel for Mrs. 
Dunean allege that she is being illegally 
held in jail, and they ask that she be 
discharged from custody. 

This new phase of the case grew out 
of the fact that Judge Candler, who pre- 
sided while the evidence and argument 
was presented in the criminal division 
of the superior court on Wednesday, 
when Mrs. Duncan was put upon trial 
for her life, declared a mistrial yestemlay 
morning because the prisoner, fmmediate- 
ly after the charge had been delivered, 
fainted and went into hysterics in plain 
view of the jury. | 

Charge Illegal Order. 

Her attorneys aaggert that this act on 
her part was entirely unavoidable; that 
she had been kept in the court room al- 
most continuously from 8 o’clock in the 
morning of the day of the trial until 
8:30 o’clock at night; that she had been 
ill for the greater part of two months, 
and that her collapse was involuntary. 

The question is one of the most inter- 
esting that has been sprung in the courts 
of Fulton county in many a day, and 
was the subject of considerable comment 
by ‘members of the bar yesterday. The 
question discussed was as to whether 
the court had exceeded its discretion in 
declaring a mistrial. Then the point 
about jeopardy comes up. Judge Can- 
ler was careful to instruct the jury not to 
consider the ease until yesterday morn- 
ing. All the evidence had been intro- 
duced, the defense and state had argued 
the case before the jury and the court 
had delivered the charge before Mrs. 
Duncan fainted. 

The constitution of the United States, 
fifth amendment, says: ‘‘Nor shall any 
person be subject for the same offense 
to be twice put in jeopardy of life or 
limb."”” The constitution of the state of 
Georgia, paragraph 8, section 1, article 
I, says: “No person shall be put in 
jeopardy of life or liberty more than once 
for the same offense, save on his or her 
own motion for a new trial, after convic- 
tion, or in case of mistrial. The law 
says that mistrials may be declared by 
the presiding judge when the court issues 
legal discretion in such matters. 

The petition for writ of haheas corpus 
is presented in the name of Mrs. Mollie 
E. Duncan, who is represented by At- 
torneys Kontz & Austin, Goodwin, An- 
derson & Hallman and Herbert H. Dean. 


Was Long Session. 

After reciting the fact that Mrs. Dun- 
can had been indicted for the murder of 
her husband and the trial begun, the pe- 
tition says: 

Petitioner introduced no testimony but made 
her statement to the court and jury, to which 
the state replied by the introduction of other 
evidence, and after this the case was argued 
by counsel for the state and for petitioner, the 
defendant in said case, and the court charged 
the jury as to the law applicable to the facts 
and circumstances of the case, and the charge 
of the cour: had been concludedandthe jury had 
been instructed by the court that inasmuch as 
the session of the court had been a protracted 
one and they were probably wearied, that the 
sheriff would carry them to supper and then 
to their room, and that they need not enter 
upon the consideration of the case until the 
next morning. At this stage the jury had 
risen in their box, the judge having stated to 
them tat the bailiff would take charge of 
them, and counsel in the case and other per- 
sons present in the court room were leaving and 
prepering to leave the roon, and the bailiff 
who had had tmmediate charge of petitioner 
as the prisoner on trial came up to petitioner 
t> remove her from the court room when she 
rose and stepped toward one of her counsel to 
epeak tc him, when petitioner fainted. Petj- 
tioner shows that this was wholly involuntary 
on her part, that she was and long had been 
weak and nervous, and that on the morning of 
caid trial she had risen at daylight in order 
tu rrepare for trial and to be ready to be 
brought to the court room, the court meeting 
at 830 a. n. and petitioner was brought to 
the court house about 8 a. m. that morning, 
ana was detained there until 8:30 p. m. and 
was detained in her seat in the presence of the 
court and jury from 2 o'clock p. m. untt!l 8:30 
p. m. without any interval for rest. The only 
time during said period at which she changed 
her position being the time occupied in de- 
livering her statement when she was on the 
witness stand. After the conclusion of the 
evidence in the case, it being then very near 
the usual hour of adjourning, to-wit, about § 
o'clock p. m., the petitioner's counsel request- 
ed the judge, not in the hearing of the jury, to 
take a recess until morning, which he declined 
to do, and then announced his purpose to con- 
clude the case without adjourning or taking 
a recess for the purpose of supper. Petitioner's 
counsel complained to said judge, not in the

ASHINGTON, April 17.—(Speclial.) 
WW arorter emphatic denial that the 

president has any idea of making 
a change in the Japanese mission, now 
held by Colonel Buck, of Atlanta, was 
given out at the white. house today. 
There has been a revival of gossip about 
the place at Tokio in connection with 
talk about changes in other important 
diplomatic posts, but there is no further 
basis for the talk than is found in the 
aspirations of some men to get a good 
job. 

Some time ago the Pacific coast mem- 
bers, or some of them, made an effort to 
secure the recall of Colonel Buck in the 
interest of John Barrett, who was 
formerly minister to Siam and who is full 
of aspirations. The president declined 
to make the change and it is significant 
that these backers of Barrett have now 
changed their tactics and are urging him 
for the Chinese mission. 

Wo Place for Barrett. 

Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, saw. the 
president today and urged fat Barrett 
be sent to China, but he was told by 
the president that there is no immediate 
prospect of Mr. Conger’s retirement, 
either voluntary or otherwise. It is un- 
derstood that should there be a change 
in the representation of the United States 
at Pekin the man most likely to.be se- 
lected is W. W. Rockhill, who was spe- 
cial commissioner during the negotia- 
tions of the treaty follcwing the Boxer

though both he and Henry L. Wilson, 
now minister to Chile, are being con- 
sidered in connection with the new and 
important mission to Cuba.

ON REVISION OF CREED 


ASHINGGTON, April 17.—The 
Presbyterian creed revision com- 


v \ mittee. compelted its /abors 


today and adjourned. The com- 
mittee agreed unanimously upon a report 
to be made to the general assembly, 
which meets in New York on May l. 

This brief statement is to contain six- 
teen articles, as follows: 

First, God; second, revelation; third, 
Divine purpose; fourth, the creation; fifth, 
the sin of man; sixth, the grace of 
God: seventh, election; eighth, our Lord 
Jésus Christ; ninth, faith and repentance; 
tenth, Holy Spirit; eleventh, the new 
birth and the new life; twelfth, the res- 
urrection and the life to come; thirteenth, 
the law of God; fourteenth, the church and 
sacraments; fifteenth, the last judgment; 
sixteenth, Christian service and the final 
triumph. 

The committee also was charged with 
the work of the revision of the confession 
of faith by the preparation of a declara- 
tory statement defining the meaning of 
certain portions of the confession. This 
feature of its labors had been completed 
at previous sessions of the committee and 
was finally reviewed and unanimously 
agreed upon here. 

The decbaratory statement deals with 
chapters 3 and 10 of. the confession, the 
former referring to the eternal decrees of

Five Firemen ‘Suffocated ip 


Strange Manner Taken from 


Burning Building 


FIRE 1N BASEMENT 
OF FURNITURE STORE 


Flames Threatened To Destroy Anney 
of Store of Chamberlin-John- 
son-DuBose Company—Po- 
lice Have Trouble 
with Crowd. 


A fire that prostrated five firemen ané 
damaged a large stock of valuable fur- 
niture broke out last evening at 6:30 
o'clock in the basement of the annex of 
the store of the Chamberlin-Johnson- 
DuBose Company, No. 21 East Hunter 
street. 

Chief Joyner, Assistant Chief Haney, 
Firemen Frank Coley and Lagomarsino 
and Supernumerary E. R. Fluker were 
overcome by the smoke in a most pecu- 
liar mamner, due, it was thought, to 
the burning of furniture varnish, and 
three of the men were brought out as if 
deaid. For a long while after they had 
been resuscitated they reeled like 
drunken men. 

Fully 5,000 people were hemmed in 
between Whitehall and Pryor streets 
behind the roanes. 

Great clouds of thick black smoke 
curled in front of the burning building 
and out of the upstairs windows. It 
looked for a while ag if the building 
was doomed but by another of his quick 
strokes Chief Joyner saved the building 
and many thousand dollars worth of 
valuable goods, 

A Surging Crowd Present. 

The alarm was first sent by telephone 
and a few minutes later box No. 322, 
corner of Whitehall and Hunter streets, 
was rung in. The streets were filled 
with pedestrians at that hour and every 
one stopped to see the fire. From Pryor 
and Whitehall streets they poured into 
Hunter. 

Councilman Malvern Hill viewed the 
panorama from his office window in 
the Kiser building and he saw that the 
police were not able to stop the human 
tide. He telephoned to Chief Ball at 
the barracks and the chief rushed out 
a patrol wagon with special officers 
and rope. 

Fire Was in Basement. 

The annex of the Chamberlin-Johnson- 
DuBose Company is about middleway 
of the block on Hunter betweén Pryor 
and Whitehall streets. It is packed with 
a large stock of fine furniture, carpéts 
and draperies. Most of the goods were 
stored in the basement and it was in 
the basemem that the fire was making 
rapid headway.

“Chic” Lagomarsino staggered out of

required hard work to bring him to his 
senses. 

‘Ohief Joyner was still in the building 
and he staggered out, pale wnd sick, and 
hed to be werked on, Police Commissioner 
Jones and several firemen waiting upon 
him. 

Then the cry went out that a clerk of 
the Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose Compa- 
ny, Brown “Hicks, was upstairs in the 
Duilding and firemen quickly raised a lad- 
der to a window to save him, but fortu- 
niately he had escaped thrgigh a back 
window, knowing the egituation of the 
building. 

Strange Effect of Smoke. 

Chief Joyner reeled and staggered as if 
he was drunk for half an hour after he 
was overcome by the smoke. 

“In all my experience,” said the chief 
afterwards, ‘‘I never ercountered such 
stran@e emoke before. Smoke usually 
causes nausea, but tonight the men who 
were overcome were stricken with dizzi- 
ness and blindness and the after effects 
caused us to feel as if we had taken Jarge 
portions of liquor.

- BUTLOOK IS GOOD FOR WHEAT. 


‘Encouraging: Report Made by R. G. 
Dun & Co. 

New York, Apri! 17.—According to dis- 
patches to R. G. Dun & Co., the outlook 
is encouraging for a large yield of winter 
wheat. At most points the acreage is 
equal to or larger than last year’s and 
even in the few reports of a decreased 
area the loss is only put at 10 per cent, 
while the most hopeful staten:ents make 
the fmcrease 50 per cent. 

On the whole there appears to have 
been little loss during the winter from 
weather conditions, although at a few 
peints the snow protection was light. 
Damage by insects is less serious than 
a year ago. The least satisfactory feature 
thus far is the lack of moisture, which 
is causing anxiety in a number of states. 
With average weather during the rest 
of the season, however, there is every 
reason to anticipate a yield above the 
average, ind probably fully equal to 
last year’s large production. The liberal 
demand and good prices of the previous 
season would naturally tend to stimulate 
operations, so that reports of a large 
Acreage were to be expected, but esti- 
mates of condition are more sanguine 
than the government report on April 1, 
which may be due to favorable weather 
during the last few weeks.

the Sage of Wolfert’s Roost. Some east- 
ern newspapers “played up’”’ this Ball 
Speech as the great feature of the meet- 
ing, putting upon the words an inter preta- 
tion to suit their ends; and this fact, 
taken in connection with one following 
immediately on its heels, has given an 
interesting, impetus to the presidential 
gossip which is always ready to become 
active here in Washington. 

The subsequent event referred to ‘was 
the declaration of Mr. Cochran, of Mis- 
souri, in favor of the nomination for the 
presidency of Senatur Joseph W. Bailey, 
of Texas. 

According to Judge Cochran, Senator 
Bailey is the one man in the union whom 
the democrats should select as: their 
standard bearer. The fact of his resi- 
dence in a southern state should, in the 
eyes of the eloquent ,Missourian, be no 
handicap upon his gelection. He is an 
ideal democrat, a great statesman, a 
man who confessedly would make a 
president to be proud :of. 

Programme of Mr. Bailey’s Friends. 

In all that he says about Senator 
Bailey’s ability as a stateman and leader, 
almost every democrat familiar with his 
career will agree. As to his availability 
as a presidential nominee at this time 
there will be and is much disagreement, 
Senator Bailey himself and his closest 
friends holding that his time has not 
come. Their idea, as I gather it, can 
be summed u® this way: 

For rresident in 19934—Some man from 
one of the close states of the east or 
middle west. 

For president in 188—Joseph W. Bailey, 
of a ‘ 

It may be said that this programme 


logs not give evidence of any great con- 


fidence in the ability of the democrats 
to elect a president in 1904, since if some 
one other than Bailey is elected in 1904 
it would be manifestly necessary to give 
him a second term. As to this, the close 
friends of Mr. Bailey are silent. They 
only say they are with all other demp- 
crats in hoping for democratic success 
in the next presidential contest. Per- 
hapg if that were to come they would 
be content to put away the Bailey boom 
for another four years, since in 1912 their 
favorite would be but 49 years old, and 
they have such confidence in him that 
they feel sure he will continue during 
the next ten years to grow in public esti- 
mation as greatly es he has in the past 
ten—if that is possible. Nobody from 
Texas contemplates such a possibility as 
his retirement from the senate so long 
as he may desire to remain. 
What Cochran Says. 

The Bailey admirers—and there are 
very many of them—inciline, for the most 
part, to the belief that the time is not 
ripe for the nomination of a southern 
man. Mr, Cochran, who is given credit 
with starting the Bailey boom, evidently 
does not regard this sectional objection 
as worthy of very serious consideration. 
What he says on the subject is this: 


“Bailey is one of the great lawyers of 
the United States. He is familiar with 
every fyllable of American political his- 
tcry. He is a democrat of the old school. 
He believes in the constitution and the 
observance of all its limitations. In pub- 
lic and private life his course has been 
distinguished by rare purity ot character 
and unswerving devotion to duty and 
convictions. If elected he would devote 
his great ability to the execution of the 
laws. He would not barter public 
patronage for législative favors. His 
chief «advisers would not be the trust 
Magnates and syndicate bankers and 
etock jobbers. Unlike Mr. Hill, he does 
rot think that an income tax is undemo- 
cratic end unconstitutional. Unlike Mr. 
Gorman, he does not believe that the 
tariff laws should be so imposed as to 
protect a little here and a little there 
and a little somewhere else, so as to 
make it undistinguished from the laws 
drawn by McKinley and Dingley. If de- 
feated he would emerge from the contest 
uninjured in fame. I re that Senator 
Bailey is my candidate for the democratia 
nomiratidn for The presidency.” 


Some democrats contend that while 
Mr. Cochran is sincere in his admira- 
tion for Bailey, his announcement was 
made more for the purpose of hitting 
at Hill and Gorman than for the pur- 
pose of booming the Texan; and there 
are some of his fellow-members who put 
forward distinct and emphatic claims 
to a prior right to recognition as the 
“original Bailey man” title. Thése lat- 
ter are Hon. Henry Clayton, of Ala-

They claim, and seem able tg substan- 
tiate it, that Cochran got his first sug- 
gestion from them some time ago. 
Clayton points to a long-time aiivocacy 
of Bailey, and Clark says he has in his 
lectures throughout the country been 
pointing to Bailey as democracy’s logical 
candidate for many months. They say, 
too, that they advocate Bailey through 
no purpose of hitting at Hill or Gorman, 
while Judge Cochran acknowledges that 
anti-Gormanism is one of the principal 
planks in his platform. 


Bailey Friendly to Gorman. 

Bailey himself is very friendly to Gor- 
man. There has been talk of the Tex- 
an’s aspiring to senate leadership 
who 
will return to membership in the upper 
house in. March, but Bailey himself has 
given a quietus to any such talk. He 
said today: 

“Some of my friends wanted to place 
me in nomination for chairman of the 
last caucus, but [I thought it improper. 
When the caucus meets in the fifty- 
eighth congress [ intend to nominate 
Senator Gorman for the chairmanship 
because I believe in all essential respects 
he is the best man for the place. .J pre- 
fer to do my duty in the ranks, and I 
am willing to follow a safe leader like 


Senator Gorman.’”’ 

That, of course, does not commit Sen- 
ator Bailey to the support of Senator 
Gorman for the presidency. The chair- 
manship of the senate caucus carries 
with it the minority leadership, and 
from present indications that responsible 
position will be tendered Senator Gorman 
by the unanimous vote of his democratic 
colleagues. The presidential nomination 
is an entirely different thing. 

Gorman’s Idea and Hill’s. 

Both Senator Gorman and Senator Hill 
would like to be president. There is not 
a man in public life who would not. 
Hill may fairly be regarded an active 
candidate for the nomination. His 
speech the other night is generally con- 
strued a bid for the place, and there 
are all sorts of indications that he con- 
siders himself the man of men to be 
selected for the leadership. Senator 
Gorman’s aspirations for the nomina- 
tion may be as pronounced, but not very 
long ago he told me he considered the 
wisest thing for the party to do would 
be to nominate some man who had not 
been so-long before the public—some 
dark horse who had not made the an- 
tagonisms which a man in active public 
life must necessarily make. That would 
seem to argue against his own nomina- 
tion—as he intended it should—and also 
against the nomination of Mr. Hill. It 
would also eliminate from the list the 
gentleman who has been the party’s 
nominee in the past two campaigns, 
Just where to find such a man Senator 
Gorman could not tell me. It may be 
a difficult thing to do. 

No Hill Boom from Ball. 

There was no “Hill boom” in Con- 
gressman Ball's speech, though it has 
been so construed by some of the Hill 
men. And the effort of one erudite news- 
paper to make it appear that the Ball 
speech indicated a clash in the Texas 
delegation—as opposition to Bailey—is 
simple rot. Of all men in congress Ball 
is closest to Bailey. He does not be- 
lieve Bailey should be the nominee in 
1904 because Bailey himself does not 
think he should. He would be for Bailey 
for anything he desired. Exactly what 
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Ball said in his New York Speech was 
this: 


“This assemblage promises much for 
the success of the movement to align the 
united democratic hosts against the rep- 
resentatives of class interests and special 
privileges who now control the destinies 
of Our country and to wrest from them 
control of national affairs and restore the 
people to their own again. J do not 
know what the platform will be. With 
the theories of government laid down 
by Thomas Jefferson and so forcibly 
enunciated by the distinguished demo- 
crat who is the guest of thonor upon 
this occasion, all true democrats are 
agreed. Should the platform declaration 
sto pthere and go no further it will be 
the duty of all democrats to accept it 
and stand by it. It must be remember- 
ed, however, that no one state can make 
the platforms of its party. New York is 
not the whole thing, Texas is not the 
whole thing. The forty-five states and 
territories will have a say. If in the 
wisdom of the assembled representatives 
of the democratic party it be necessary 
and proper to add other planks in ad- 
dition to those which New York or Tex- 
as presents, or any single state presents, 
it will be the duty of democrats every 
where to accept the result. 

“The platform we. make will be better 
than republican policies and republican 
supremacy, no matter ..what it is. 

“Then, as to our, éandidates. When 
democratic organizatidn (not reorganiza- 
tion) has welded’ democrats together 
throughout this land,,eur platform adopt- 
ed and our candidates, named, we will 
get behind them and give them our loyal 
support. i 

“Texas nas in the senate of the United 
States a citizen, the peer of ahy who. can 
be mentioned. No democrat. is better 
equipped for that high office than he, 
and yet Texas does not ask the privilege 
of naming one of her sons for the high- 
est office in our gift.’ Texas, with her im- 
perial dongiin and her imperial democrat- 
ic majority, will stand by the candidate 
of the party, no matter who he may be. 
If we go out across the prairies of ths 
west as we have in the two past nation- 
al elections and take our candidate 
there we will give him our loyal support. 
If to the tune of ‘‘Maryland, my Mary- 
land.” the splendid leader who has ’re- 
deemed the state from republican rule, is 
named, Texas will stand by him. If from 
the highest judicial seat in the state 
of New York, we take that great lawyer 
and democrat who carried the state in 
1898 by nearly 100,000 majority, after our 
defeat in 1896 by nearly 300,000, the voice 
and vote of Texas will be for him. 
Ghould the choice of the cpnvention 
fall upon this great democratic leader, 
who as governor and United States sen- 
ator. has served this Empire State with 
conspicuous ability, the.

Too Early To Decide. 

Whte there are always some men anx- 
jous to get themselves associated early 
with some possible candidate, the gener- 
al feeling among conservative democratic 
leaders is that it is too early to discuss 
the presidential nomination. Within the 
next two years some man may come to 
the front in one of the doubtful states 
who will command attention and prove his 
availability. The next governor of New 
York may be a democrat. A number 
of good men are mentioned for the place, 
and should the nominee be elected there 
is a distinct possibility of a repetition 
of the conditions leading up to the nom- 
ination of Grover Clevekand in 1884. A 
great many things may happen between 
now and the nominating convention in 


1904.

The witness also said that a neighbor- 
ing town containing about 12,000 people 
had been burned, but that he did not 
know who had given the order for its 
destruction. 

He stated in reply to questions that 
the torture in all the instances men- 
ionded had been conducted by the reg- 
ular soldiers and that they had not been 
participated in by the members of his 
regiment. 

After Mr. Davis was excused the com- 
mittee went into executive session to 
consider the advisability of summoning 
witnesses from the Philippines and other 
portions of the Orient to testify. 

Senator Rawlins submitted the follow- 
ing names as those of men whom he 
thought it necessary to call: 

Aguinaldo, Mabini, who was one of 
Aguinaldo’s principal advisers; Sixto Lo- 
pez, who has been for several years in 
the United States in the interest of Phil- 
ippine independence; Judge Pio del Pilar, 
General Torrés, Howard W. Bray, an 
Englishman who has spent many years 
in the Philippines, and Robert M. Col- 
lings and Harold Martin, press corre- 
spondents. 

The committee postponed action until 
a full attendance of members of the com- 
mittee could be secured. 

How Day Shot Natives. 

Manila, April 17.—The mixed courtmar- 
tial, which tried Major Lyttleton W. T. 
Wallerl of the marine corps, on the 
charge of executing natives of Samar 
without trial, today began the trial of 
Ideutenant John H. A. Day, of the ma- 
rine corps, on the same charge. Ljieuten- 
ant Day testified in his own defense. 

He said the man shot January 19 was 
a spy, who was shot by Major Waller's 
orders, and added: 

“I ordered Private Kresge to fire at his 
head and ordered Megee to fire at the 
center of his back. After the shooting 
I saw a convulsive shudder of the man's 
shoulders, placed my own revolver to his 
forehead and shot him dead. I ordered 
the police to leave the body on the 
ground, as an example to the natives.” 

Majur Waller testified that he ordered 
the shooting of eleven men January 20, 
but denied ordering the execution of a 
man January 19. He admitted he was 
very ill at that time. Surgeon Love tes- 
tified that Major Waller’s temperature 
January 19 was 16. His illness then was 
such that he was not fitted to command. 
It was likely he might have given the 
order and forgot all about it. He thought 
an officer would have been justified in 
disobeying the order.

Mr. Cushman then quoted Cassius’ al- 
lusion to Caesar as the Colossus of. the 
world, and continued: 

“I make no onslaught on the individual. 
I have a high regard for the speaker 
of this house personally and for him 
politically; but the fact is that we have 
adopted a set of rules in this body that 
are an absolute disgrace to the legisla- 
tive body of any republic. (Appl 
the democratic side.) They , 
republican. They are undemocr@an 
are un-American. (Applause 
ocratic side.) We need to restor® this 
house to the great patriotic: plane on 
which the fathers of the repyubliggplaced 
it, where every individual on t floor 
stands on an equal and an exact plane 
with every other. We operate here un- 
der a set of rules confessedly designed to 
belittle the hopes and dwarf the ambi- 
tions of the individual members of this 
body, and at the same time to vest more 
power in the hands of one or two mén 
than was every enjoyed) by Oriental 
despot’or a ten-button mandarin. I say 
to you, my friends, that the system is 
rotten at both ends. It is rotten at one 
end because it robs the indtwidual mem- 
bers of this house of the power that the 
constitution of the United States and 
his credentials as a member on this floor 
entitle him to; it is rotten at the other 
end because fit vests power in men that 


have no right to it and ofttimes places 
on them duties that they have no capac- 
ity to fulfill. (Laughter.) 

“Mr. chairman, let no man charge mec 
now with trying to tear down the repub- 
lican party. I am not trying to tear 
down fhe republican party, but I con- 
fess that I sometimes feel that I would 
like to put my hand upon the throat of 
one or two men who conceive that they 
are the republican party. (Applause and 
laughter.) I am a believer in the repub- 
lican party. The true friend of his party 
is the man who doeg not sit idly by and 
watch his party drift into disrepute and 
toward destruction, but the man whv 
rises up and calls attention to the evils 
that exist. 

House Being Debauched. 

‘Nero sat on the hill tops and fiddled 
while the Eternal City rose in smoke 
and sank in ashes, and we are sitting 
here idly and unconcerned while the 
great power of this ancient house is be- 
ing invaded, belittled, debauched and de- 
stroyed. (Applause.) There are people 
in Washington city today who are going 
down to a theater and paying out 50 cents 
each in order to see a performance of 
Liliputians What a sinful waste of 
money when they can come~up here 
and watch this house perform six days 
in the week for nothing.

ocrats should vote solidly against the 
demand for the previous question, in or- 
der to permit the admission of amend- 
ments to reduce the tariff, and upon the 
question of the germaneness of such 
amentiiment, if necessary, to vote to 
overrule the chair. He argued strongly 
that the democrats should stand solidly 
for the motion to take off the differential 
on refined sugar, especially as there was 
at least a chance of winning a victory. 

To this resolution Mr. Willlams, of 
Mississippi, offered a substitute to bind 
the democrats to vote for all propositions 
involving a reduction of the tariff, but 
to leave every democrat free to vote 
his convictions upon questions of parlia- 
mentary procedure. Mr. Williams main- 
tained that under the circumstances it 
would be to the interests of the demo- 
crats from the states where representa- 
tion were threatened by the Crumpacker 
resolution to abide by the understanding 
reached. 

During the heated debate that follow- 
ed Mr. Burleson, of Texas, asked Mr. 
Underwood if the republican leaders had 
not silenced Mr. Crumpacker and the 
friends on the republican side, who 
were opposed to the reciprocity bill by 
agreeing to report the Crumpacker reso- 
lution, and if they were not now trying 
to create a defection on the democratic 
side by offering to kill the resolution. 
Mr. Bankhead, of Alabama, sided with: 
Mr. Underwood and Mr. Williams and 
Mr. Cooper of Texas and Mr. Brazeale 
of Louisiana with Mr. Swanson. The 
two latter strongly urged their col- 


leagues to vote to abolish the differen: 
tial on refined sugar. 
Proposition of Republicans. 

In the course of the debate which | fol- 
lowed it developed that the Williams 
resolution was interpreted to constitute 
an instruction to the democrats to vote 
for the bill when the final vote was 
reached. Both Mr. Bankhead,’ of - Ala- 
bama, and Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, 
confirmed the terms of the proposition 
made to Mr. Underwood by the republif- 
cans. Mr. Williams argued that it 
should be accepted, not so much because 
of the threat of reducing southern rep- 
resentation as to prevent the opening 
up of the race question in the. south.

All these 
except the last were withdrawn or voted 
down and by a large majority the Swan- 
son resolution was adopted and also the 
resolution making the action of the 
caucus binding upon all the democrats 
of the house.

BLOOD TO FLOW, 
SOCIALISTS CRY 


Fierce Belgian Debate Over Re- 
vision of the Constitution 


Refusal of the Government Provokes 
the Socialists and They Threat- 
‘' en To Plunge Belgium in 
War—Existence of the 
’ Throne at Stake. 


~ 


Brussels, April 17.—The debate on the 
proposed revision of the Belgian consti- 
tution was resumed in the chamber of 
representatives today. M. Braun, iiberal, 
advocated a speedy closing of the debate, 
in the interest of the wmhole country, and 
the premier, M. De Smet de Mayer, héart- 


‘ily indorsed the suggestion and proposed | 


that the house continue sitting today un- 
til the question was settled. 

The socialists protested against the 
tdoption of the proposal, but the premier 
insisted or. its adoption. M. Van Der 
Velde, the socialist leader, criticised the 
government's attitude. Instead of ex- 
tending the olive branch, he asserted, the 
premier offered fresh provocation. The 
socialists were absolutely opposed to the 
conclusion of the discussion today, on the 
ground that important events might 
shortly occur. 

Socialist shouts of “Trickery,” ‘‘Treach- 
ey,’ “It will be the signal for a revo- 
lution,”’ followed the premier’s remarks. 

At this juncture M. Van Der Velde 
crossed the floor and held a brief conver- 
sation with the premier, during which M. 
Troclet, socialist, cried: ‘“‘Then you want 
blood to flow tomorrow””’ 

The debate was then continued by the 
premier, who, amidst frequent interrup- 
tions, declared that a further revision of 
the constitution would not accord with 
tne desires of the country. He did not be- 
lieve tht universal suffrage would be con- 
ducive to the maintenance of free insti- 
tutions in Belgium. The government was 
prepared to examine, hereafter, arrng- 
ments calculated to improve the condi- 
tions of the country; but it would not 
agree to adopt uniersal suffrage, pure 
and simple. A revision of the constitu- 
tion, the premier further asserted, would 
plunge the country ino turmoil, and the 
government utterly declined to be drien 
under threats of strike agitation and vio- 
lence. 

Renewed socialist uproar, including 
threts of cli] war, and shouts of: “You 
hae murdered one of the. people,” fol- 
lowed this announcement. 

The premier, after remarking that he 
declined to notice such calumnies, said 
the existence of their nationa! institutions 
was at stake. He then invited the cham- 
ber to reject the proposed consideration of 
the proposal to revise the constitutjon. 


Cholera in Manila. 

Manila, April 17.—The total number of 
cases of cholera reported in Manila up to 
noon today was 306 and the total number 
of deaths from that disease in this eity 
was 235. In the province totals of 6% 
cases and 422 deaths have been reported.

Physicians ‘Attending Wil- 
helmina Believe That She. 
Will Recovee. 


PEOPLE DEEPLY GRIEVED 
AT WILHELMINA’S ILLNESS 


Their hopes for an Heir to the Throne 
Blighted by Reason of Queen’s 
Misfortune — Prince Con- 
sort Is in Attend- 

; ance. 


Amsterdam, April 17.—All classes of the 
population are deeply grieved at the ill- 
ness of Queen Wilhe!mina. Prince Henry 
of the Netherlands, tHe prince consort, is 
overwhelmed with anxiety and hardly 
leaves the queen’s bedsiie. The queen's 
mother {s also in constant attendance 
upon the royal patient. 

Her majesty’s temperature yesterday 
reached the alarming height of 104 de- 
grees, but the departure from the palace 
of Professor Rosenstein, the pathologist 
of Leyden university, who has been sum- 
moned in consultation, is considered a 
hopeful sign that the crisis is past. 

It is reported that Queen Withelmina 
caught cold recently while sittimg fh tlt 
park. It is also said that living at Cas- 
tle Loo does not seem to agree with her 
majesty. 

The people are especially grieved be- 
cause the cause of Queen Wilhelmina’s 
iilness blights the hope for an hetr. 

An official bulletin published today says 
her majesty passed a somewhat less tran- 
quil night. The fever, however, hias not 
increased and her condition is compara- 
tively satisfactory. 

It was authoritatively declared that the 
queen is suffering from peritonitis and ne- 
phritis is umtrue. Pr«fessor Rosenstein, 
the pathologist of Leyden university, it 
is added, was called in for consultation 
because the attendant physicians feared 
that pneumonia might set in. The dan- 
ger is now reganied:as passed.

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Recent Assassination of Minister 
of Interior One of Many 
Alarming Symptons 
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VICTIM OF THE STUDENT 


TOOL OF REACTIONISTS 


M. Sipiaguine Owed Pogition to In- 
fluence of Bosom Friend of Czar. 
Russia in Ferment but 
News of situation 
Suppressed. 


St. Petersburg, April 15.—Although M. 
Sipiaguine, the minister of the interior, 
who was assassinated April 15, was not 
actually the leader of the reactionary par- 
ty in Russia, he was the tool of those 
who, in the opinion of many, were re- 
sponsible for the prevailing situation. 
His assassination, easily explicable in 
the present political condition, was hailed 
with joy in radical circles. 

For a month there had been daily ru- 
mors of Sipiaguine’s impending resigna- 
tion, owing to disagreements with the 
governor general of Moscow, the Grand 
Duke Sergius, who has_ been supporting 
the novel policy toward the working 
classes instituted bby M. Trepoff, the po- 
lice prefect of Moscow, which includes 
the organization of labor unions under 
police contr. 

The murdered minister’s nanie was also 
mixed up with the histories of the finan- 
cial irregularities charged against so 
many officials at present. M. Sipiaguine 
spent immense sums in redecorating his 
residence. A single chandelier cost 50,000 
roubles and he was accused of appropri- 
ating 500,000 roubles from the secret -ser- 
vice funds. The deceased was by no 
means talented and owed his position to 
influential friends, especially to Count 
Shermetiecff, the bosom friend of Czar 
Alexander III and the old dowager 
czarina, who ts largely under Count Sher- 
metieff’s influence. 

Shortly before Sipfaguine was appointed 
minister of the interlor he married the 
sister of Count Shermetieff’s wife, Prin- 
cess Viasemski, a brilliant woman 3 years 
old, who is now a warm friend of the 
ezarina. Count Shermetieff was deeply 
interested in Lieutenant General Prince 
Viasemski. 

The latter, who was a member of the 
council of the empire, was recently rep- 
rimanded tH the czar for his protests 
against the action of the police during 
the popular demonstrations of the early 
part of last year, and he is said to have 
left Russia to avold the consequences of 
his protests. 

Officials here privately admit that the 
murder of ‘Siplaguine was one of many 
exceedingly alarming svmiptoms. It was 
learned that the chater® of the duke of 
Mecklenburg in southeast Russia was re- 
cently pillaged and then razed by riot- 
ers. 

The young clerk named Orloff, who wag 
compromised in the revolutionary move- 
ment and who hanged himself tn prison, 
belonged to a group of prisoners who 
refused food and were artificially fed. 

The den2th of Siplaguine affects the 
hances of Murry A. Virt.er, the million- 
aire Pittsburg contractor, of securing the 
St. Petersburg tramway franchise, as the 
deceased was a notable supporter of Mr. 
Virner’s proposition and overruled the 
committee who had recommended the 
Westinghouse offer. The matter is pos- 
sibly now indefinitely postponed, Many 
people think that 'the death of Sipiaguirine 
will help the «aspirations of M. De WYtt, 
the finance minister, who has long been 
ambitious to become imperial chancellor, 
or at least obtain control of the minis. 
try of the interior. Unusually gtave labor 
outbreaks are reported at Yekateerino- 
slav, Poltava, Voronej and Tambouavy. 
The details are rigorously suppressed. _ 


BRITAIN IS AFTER LYNCH. 


Evidence Against the Boer Colonel Is 
Being Collected. 

London, April 17.—Although there is no 
indication that Colonel Althur Lynch, who 
fought on the Boer side in the Sputh 
African war and who was elected to rep- 
resent Galway city in parliament in No- 
vember last, has any intention of plac- 
ing himself within reach of the British 
courts, the government is bringing wit- 
nesses from South Africa to testify in 
support of charges of high treason 
brought against him.

ARE SETTLED 


British and Boer Agents at 
Pretoria Have Reached 
an Agreement. 


BOERS FINALLY ACCEPT 
TERMS OF THEIR FOES 


British Absolutely Refuse To Modify 
the Proposals Regarding Am- 
nesty and -‘Banishment. 
Boers Are Acting With- 
out Kruger. 


London, April 17.—The Daily Mail claims 
to have authority to announce that bases 
of peace have been practically agreed 
upon at Pretoria, but says that some lit- 
tle time will elapse before the detail of 
the plan can be perfected. . 

The paper adds that, upon finding that 
the British government refused, on Wed- 
nesday, to modify its terms with regard 
to amnesty, banishment and a responsible 
government, the BSer delegates met again 
on Thursday. 

The British decision practically leaving 
them the alternative of ~ accepting the 
British terms or breaking up the confer- 
ence, was then communicated to them and 
the delegates proved much more reason- 
abe. 

When Lord Milner, the’ British hign 
commissioner in South Africa, promised 
the delegates one or two seats in the ex- 
ecutive council, subject to the approval of 
the government and pending the restora- 
tion of a responsible government, they 
practically agreed to accept the British 


terms. 
Lord Milner has summoned from Jo- 


hannesburg an Australian expert who is to 


assist in estimating the. cost-of rebuild- 
ing and restocking the Boer farms. 

The delegates, concludes the paper, have 
so far acted quite independently of their 
representatives in Holland. 


MORE TROUBLE FOR BULLER. 


It Is Alleged That He Censured Gen- 
eral Warren Unjustly. 
London, April 17.—Al) the official dis- 
patches referring to the defeat sustained 
by the British troops under General Bul- 
ler at Spion-Kop, Natal, January 24, 1900, 
were made public today. Those hitherto 
unpublished merely emphasize how hope- 
lessly muddled were the preparations for 

that engagement. 

The controversy between General Buller 
and General Sir Charles Warren is prov- 
ed to have been even more 
previously hinted at, while a new extract 
from one of Lord. Roberts’ dispatches 
brings additional censure on Gengral Bul- 
ler. Lord Roberts declares -that General 
Buller’s endeavxor to put the responsibil- 
ity for the defeat on General Warren Was 
not justifiable. Roberts holds that-it was 
Buller’s duty to intervene when he saw 
things were going wrong. 

The question of the responsibility for 
the actual retreat from Spion Kop is 
shrouded in a maze of dispaatches, prov- 
ing that a mistake was made in sending 
a heliogram and that there was a general 
desire to shirk the. onus.

C., after his nomination had been with- 
drawn because of charges brought on ac- 
count of conduct while in Washington, is 
likely to have a hard time getting his 
nomination confirmed by the senate.

“Britain Wants War and Let Her

In ths Commons John Redmond De- | 


nounces the Crimes Act Proc- 
lamation and Oharges an 
Infamous Ctspiracy 
Exists. 


London, April 17.—In the house of com- 
mons today, John Redmond, -the Irish 
nationalist leader, speaking of the crimes 
act proclamation issued last night by 
the lord lieutenant of Ireland, Earl Cado- 
gan, said an infamous conspiracy was 
on foot in England to foment crime in 
Ireland, where none existed. The stories 
of outrage and violence in Ireland were 
infamous calumnies, ‘The ‘nationalists in 
Ireland were only governed by a con- 
temptible minority. 

This statement was cheered by the 
Irish members. 

A hundred. men, continued Mr. Red- 
mond, stood ready to replace every man 
Sent to prison in this struggle. They 
entreated Mr. Wyndham, the chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, to change his policy; 
but if he continued it they would meet 
him face to face and give blow for blow. 


|} Their answer to his coercion of Ireland 


would be to harden their hearts, strength- 
en their organization and compel redress. 

Mr. Wyndham replied that while it 
was true that there was a comparative 
absence in Ireland of crime against the 
person, the lives of people were made 
miserable by intimidation and boycott- 
ing. The government was not acting 
from political motives, but as the result 
of a mass of information laboriously col- 
lected and carefully examination. 

A motion for adjournment to discuss 
coercion, made by Mr. Redmond, was ree 
jected by a vote of 258 to 148. 

Ireland Cries for War. 


Dublin, April 17.~The nationalist pa- 
pers hail the return of the coercion re- 
gime as a boon. ‘‘We are glad. Let the 
Irish in America and Great Britain note 
it. The castle people have declared war 
on our rights. Let there be war,” gaye 
one leading nationalist organ. 

“Proclamations will act like a breeze 
on burning heather,’’ declares The Free- 
man’s Journal.

Havana, April 17.—The question of ad- 
mitting Estes G. Rathbone to bail now 
rests on the interpretation of order No, 
97, and upon whether English or Spanish 
is the official language of Cuba, 

In English order No. 97 reads that the 
bond of any fidelity company ‘“‘may be 
accepted’”’ by the court as security; but 
the Spanish translation of this order, ac- 
cording to Spanish scholars, reads that a 
bond ‘‘must be accepted’ from any such 
company offering one. 

A fidelity company has filed a bond for 
$100,000 with the colirt as bail for Rath- 
bone’s appearance, but this bond has not 
yet been accepted. 

It is understood in Havana tonight that 
Rathbone will be admitted to bafl tomor- 
row. 


NO CLEMENCY FOR WALTER. 


hoosevelt Vetoes Bill To Pension the 
Cashiered Officer. 

Washington, April 17.—President Roose- 
velt today sent to the house a veto of 
the bill pensioning Thomas F. Walter, a 
lieutenant in a Pennsylvania volunteer 
regiment during the civil war at $17 per 
month. The veto message states that 
the records of the ward department show 
that this soldier was cashiered by sen- 
tence of a general courtmartial for dis- 
obediengw pf ord@s hs @ going on 
picket duty and that this disobedience 


was admitted.

FOR THE NICARAGUA CANAL - 
SENATOR MORGAN PLEADS 


Washington, April 17.—For more than 
four hours today Mr. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, chairman of the isthmian canal 
committee, addressed the senate on the 
subject of the Nicaraguan canal. He de- 
voted the greater part of his speech to 
a consideration of the desirability of the 
two principal routes—Nicaragua and Pan- 
ama. He strenuously favored the form- 
er, maintaining that in every possible 
respect it had many advantages over the 
Panama route. 

He said: 

“The subject presents itself to my mind 
with conclusive force in the form stated 
in the six propositions 1 will now state: 

‘1. We have reached the point where 
investigation is complete by observation, 
experience, scientific research and fore- 
cast, and these means of knowledge are 
as conclusive of the facts as we could 
hope to make them in another half cen- 
tury of delay. 

‘2. The question now to be decided is 
the choice of either of two routes for a 
canal; whether it shall be located at Pan- 
ama or through the valley of the San 
Juan river, in Nicaragua and Costa Ri- 
ca. 

The Controlling Factor. 

‘8. The controlling factor in making this 
selection is the assurance of success in 
constructing a canal that will be perma- 
nently useful for commerce and for the 
needs of the goverriment and its policies 
and for the benefit of the people of th<¢ 
United States. 

‘4. A sum of money necessary for ex- 
penditure in the work of constructing such 
a canal, to accomplish such ends, cannot 
be reasonably compared with the real 
value of the results to the people and 
the government of the United States and 
the choice of eifher route, with safe, in- 
telligent and sincere regard to its perma- 
nent usefulness and advantage, should not 
be controlled or affected by a difference in 
the present cost of construction, I will 
gay, within a limit of even $50,000,000. 

“5S The assured certainty of success 'n 
the construction of a permanent canal is 
of necessity the basic foundation. of fact 
upon which congress must act in the se- 
lection of the canal route. Considered as 
a simple proposition of civil engineering. 
there is no doubt, not even a shadow of 
doubt, as to any fact touching the prac- 
ticability of a ship canal from Greytown 
to Brito, in and along the San Juan riv- 
er and across Lake Nicaragua. It is cer- 
tain, beyond’ a reasonable doubt, that 
its cost is as nearly within the limits 
of exact estimates as any great public 
work that was ever undertaken. It is 
upon this ascertained and settled basis 
of Cn, that I rest my judgment. 

Objections to Panama.

‘‘No member of either of the three com- 
missions expressed a doubt or apprehen- 
sion as to the certainty of the successful 
completion of a canal on the Nicara- 
guan route on either of five plans that 
have heen adopted, surveyed and located 
by the greatest engineers in America. 


Clouded by Many Doubts.

all clouded with many doubts,” 

Mr. (Morgan thought the care of the heaith 
and lives of men who should build the 
canal should be regarded. He maintained 
that the isthmian canal commission had 
mo authority to accept an offer of the 
Panama Catial Company and the sole 
duty of the president was to determine 
the route he would recommend to cor- 
gress. It ig rested entirely with congress, 
he said, whether or not it should accépt 
the ‘‘glitering temptation” in the way of 
a bargain offered by the Panama coni- 
pany. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's 
speech, which consumed more than four 
hours, Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, called 
up the Chinese exclusion btil by 
the house. He then moved that all after 
the enacting clawvse of that bill be stricken 
out. and that the measure as passed by 
the senate yesterday be substituted for it. 
The motion was carried. 

Thig action on the part of the senate 
was necessarily in order to facilitate con- 
sideration of the measure in the house, 
The senate at 4:5 adjourned.

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HAWKINS TALKS 
ABOUT NEW LINE 


President Columbus, Eufaula 
and Gulf Appears Before 
Board of Trade. 


WORK ON THIS RAILWAY 
IS TO BE STARTED MAY 1 


Company Wdnts Government To Im- 
prove Its Southern Terminus. 
Board Will Ask Congress- 
men and Senators To 
Assist. 


Columbus, Ga., April 17.—(Speciatl.)— 
The Columbus board of trade held a 
meeting this afternoon at which Presi- 
dent Hawkins, of the Columbus, Eu- 
faula and Gulf Railway Company, ap- 
peared in the interest of the new road. 
He is anxious to secure the full coop- 
eration of the business interests of Co- 
lumbus. ; 

The board was very favorably im- 
pressed with President Hawkins’ pre- 
sentation of the subject of the new road. 
The company is anxious that the gov- 
ernment appropriate $50,000 to make some 
improvements at the port of St. Andrews 
bay, the southern terminus. The port 
has a depth of from 2 to 54 feet and 
but little government work will be nec- 
essary. The boaid of trade adopted reso- 
lutions requesting Congressman Adam- 
son and the senators from Georgia to 
cooperate with Senator Mallory, of Flor- 
ida, in securing the appropriation. 

Indications point to the immediate 
building of the Columbus, Eufaula and 
Gulf railway, which will give Columbus 
a short line to a deep water port on the 
gulf of Mexico. The road will run from 
Columbus to St. Andrews bay, Fua., a 
distance of 200 miles, and, as the name 
indicates, will be bullt via Eufaula, Ala., 
the flourishing metropolis of Balrbour 
county. In a general, way it will fol- 
low the course of the Chattahoochee 


river. 

The above company recently organized 
with a capital of $250,000, selecting as 
officers W. A. Hawkins, president; A. 
H. Merrill, general counsel, and B. H. 
Tyson, treasurer. At the same time the 
Interstate Railway anid Construction 
Company was organized for the purpose 
of building the road for the company. 
The officers of the construction com- 
pany are President Fred Mobley and 
Vice President and General Superinten- 
dent J. H. Neely. The construction com- 
pany has a capital of $50,008. 

To Break Dirt Next Month. 

It is announced that dirt on the road 
will be broken May 1: Work will be 
eommenced at Cottonten, Ala., a station 
on the Seaboard Air. Line, a mile or two 
from the Chattahocchee river. Cotton- 
ton is about midway. between Columbus 
and Eufaula, and two. large gangs will 
be placed at work,.one building toward 
Columbus aud the other toward Eu- 
faula. As soon as the Columbus-Eufaula 
division is completed ‘the ‘second section 
from Eufaula to St.’ Andrews bay will 
be constructed. 

An enthusiastic mass meeting of the 
citizens of Eufaula ‘was held Monday 
night, at which substantial aid was 
promised the new road. Valuable ter- 
minal facilities will be granted at Bu- 
faula. It is announced that the stock 
of the company will not be sold pro- 
miscuously to the general public, but 
that only a limited amount will be of- 
fered and that to those persons along 
the line of route whose good will and 
friendship the promoters of the enter- 
prise are anxious to secure and retain. 

It is announced that the full capital nec- 
essary for the building of the road has 
been secured. At the same time the com- 
pany is keenly desirous of securing the 
active interest and cooperation of the peo 
ple along the entire route, and thinks 
that if they become interested as stock- 
holders their interest and aid, which will 
be useful, will be enlisted all the more 
actively and effectively. 

The new road will open a very rich tim. 
ber section, which is now practically un- 
developed on account of the lack of rail- 
way facilities, and railroad men think 
that this feature alone will make the suc- 
cess of the enterprise assured. Timber 
is becoming scarce, and the new road will 
go through the heart of a large tract of 
splendid timber country. 

The road will penetrate a rich agricul- 
tural section, running through several of 
the counties of the fertile Chattahoochee 
valley. The port, St. Andrews, is one of 
the best on the gulf coast, the deep water 
facilities being unsurpassed. 

It is understood that the promoters of 
the enterprise have secured from the state 
of Florida very valuable land grants, 
which, when the road is completed, will 
in themselves pay for its construction. 


To Cross River Near Columbus. 

The road is to cross the Chattahoochee 
somewhere near Columbus. A bill is now 
pending in congress giving the company 
permission to build a bridge. Congress- 
man Adamson introduced the bill, and at 
the urgent request of the company is 
pushing the matter with energy. 

The railroad situation looks very bright 
for Columbus just now. In addition to 
this road, the work of building the Geor- 
gia, Florida and Alabama towards Colum- 
bus is proceeding rapidly, several hun- 
dred hands being employed. The build- 
ing gang is now just a short distance be- 
low Cuthbert. The Georgia, Florida and 
Alabama will give Columbus a direct line 
to Tallahassee, the capital of Florida. 

Strong hopes are entertained that the 
Brunswick and Birmingham railway will 
be built via Columbus. This city is on a 
straight line between Brunswick and 
Birmingham, and is the largest c.ty be- 
tween the two points. 

The completion of the Georgia Northern 
to Albany will admit Columbus whole- 
salers into a rich section of south Geor- 
gia, from which they have been practi- 
cally excluded in the past.

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SENSATIONAL SUIT 
IS FILED IN MACON 


For Crediters Recently Suspended 
Rogers and Joiner Company. 


THE FIRM OWED MUCH MONEY 


Numerous Irregularities Are Charged 
in Ccnnection with Rico Mining 
Company in Which Rogers 
Was Interested—Re- 
ceiver Asked For. 


Macon, Ga., April 17.~—(Special.)—A sen- 
sational bill of complaint was filed fm the 
United States court this afternoon against 
the Rico Mining Company by Attorneys 
Hali & Wimberly, Bacon & Miller. Harde- 
man, Davis. Turner & Jones, representing 
President J. W. Cabaniss, of the Ex- 
change bank; R. J. Taylor, of the Amer- 
ican national bank, and President H. T. 
Powell, of the Macon savings bank. They 
Sue as trustees for the creditors of the 
Rogers & Joiner Commission Company. 
which recently suspended business owing 
a large sum of money. 

R,. Morrison Rogers, Sr., of Macon, was 
president of the company. Joiner resided 
in Hawkinsville, and was the moneyed 
man of the company. It is said that he 
will put up from $60,000 to $75,000 to make 
good the liabilities of the company. 

The bill filed today alleges that Presi- 
Gent Rogers represented that up to Jan- 
uary 1, 1902, the concern made clear prof- 
its of $18,000 per year. In March it wag 
discovered that the company owed debts 
of $60,000 and very small assets. Rogers’ 
statement to creditors showed assets of 
$34,064.43, as follows: Open accounts $25,- 
202.90; stock, cash and fixtures, $8,861.53. 

After careful examination the trustees 
find assets at face value of only $7,000 or 
$8,000, leaving liabilities over the assets 
of more than $50,000. 

On March 2 all assets of the firm and 
Joiner’s personal property were turned 
over to the trustees. Rogers claimed that 
he had no money or property to deliver 
to trustees. 


Rico Property Attached. 


The Rico Mining Company, working 
kaolin near ‘Macon, composed of R. M. 
Rogers, Sr., president, and R. M. Rogers, 
Jr., owe Rogers & Joiner $2,082.92 with in- 
terest, and Judge Speer permitted the 
trustees of Rogers & Joiner to attacn the 
property of the Rico Mining Company, 
The trustees allege that the amount due 
by the Rico Mining Company is larger 
than the books show, and that President 


Rogers, of the Rogers & Joiner Company, 


had charge of the business of the Rico 
and of the Rogers & Joiner Company. 

In June, the land which contains the 
kaolin beds of the Rico Company was 
bought by Rogers for $400, whereas the 
price named in’the deed is $6,000. The 
money was paid the secretary out of the 
funds of Rogers & Joiner Co., without 
the knowledge of Joiner, and is not 
charged On the books. Unless the books 
of both concerns are audited it cannot be 
learned how many such actions were 
done. 

The $50 salary of an employee of the 
Rico company was paid by a check of 
Rogers .& Joiner, signed by R. M. Rogers, 
Jr., who was not in the employ of Rogers 
& Joiner, but at the time was vice pres- 
ident and general manager of the Rico 
company. Joiner had no knowledge of 
such transaction. He also approved a 
bill for a two-horse dray load of flour, 
meat, meal, corn, etc., of Rogers & Join- 
er, and sent the same to the Rico compa- 
ny and no entry was made of tlic trans- 
action, and it was never charged.to the 
Rico company. 

On January 27 President Rogers bor- 
rowed $10,000 from the Mercantile Na- 
tional bank, of New York, indorsing the 
name of Rogers & Joiner Co. without the 
knowledge of Joiner, and the money was 
used for the benefit of the Rico Mining 
Company. Joiner had no connection with 
the Rico company. 

Receiver Is Asked For. 

The bill asks for a receiver for the 
Rico Mining Corgpany, and that an in- 
junction be issued restraining all persons 
from interfering with the receiver under 
this bill. At the request of the Rico 
Mining Company Judge Speer on yester- 
day granted an order.temporarily dissolv- 
ing the attachment brought against it 
by Rogers  & Joiner Co., and directed 
the Rogers & Joiner Co. to show cause 
before the court on April 23 why they 
should not be enjoined from proceeding 
with the attachment suit against the Rico 
Mining Company, why a received should 
not be appointed for the assets of Rog- 
ers & Joiner Commission Co., and why 
they should not be enjoined from paying 
out or disposing of its assets. 

The Rico Mining Company claims that 
it gwed Rogers & Joiner $3,000 for sup- 
plies, and to accommodate Rogers & 
Joiner gave its notes for $10,000, -which 
Rogers & Joiner discounted for their own 
use. 

The case promises to be one of the most 
interesting ever heard in Macon.

MACHINISTS ASK EXTRA PAY. 
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Btrike Is Threatened on the Norfolk 
and Western. 

Roanoke, Va., April 17.—A strike among 
the machinists of the Norfolk and West- 
ern railway shops at Bluefield, W. Va., 
has been threatened for some time. The 
men demand extra pay for Sunday and 
night work. Yesterday the railway of- 
ficials asked the machinists for forty- 
eight hours in which to consider their 
claims, and to send a committee to 
Roanoke to confer with the general of- 
ficers. 

The committee came here today and 
had a conference with Superintendent of 
Motive Power Lewis, who had iInstruc- 
tions from General Manager Johnston 
to do all he could for the men. It is not 
known how many men would be affected 
by a strike. The machinists number 
forty, but all other departments are thor- 
oughiy unionized and may also go out. 
It is not yet known whether or not the 
settlement submitted by the officials is 
Satisfactory to the machinists.

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Citizens of Jackson Form Plans for 
His Reception. 

Jackson, Miss., April 17.—(Special.)—A 
mass meeting of citizens will be held to- 
morrow afternoon to plan the arrange- 
ments for the reception and entertain- 
ment of Admiral Schley, who will visit 
here on the first day of May.

“For several years I have rented a 
small cottage in Massachusetts during 
the summer, so that I could be near the 
werk which I usually devote myself to 
during that season. A few moaths ago 
a friend of mine in New York bought a 
small cottage for himself in South Wey- 
mouth, which he has permitted me :o 
rent or lease for the summer in the 
same way that I have been renting a 
house for the summer for some time.

MAYOR VERSUS ALDERMEN. 


A Sort of Municipal War Is on in 
Wilmington. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 17.—(Special.)—A 
Sort of war is on between Mayor Alfred 
Moore Waddell, of Wilmington, and the 
majority o fthe aldermen. The latter 
have taken entirely out of his hands 
the appointment of the various commit- 
tees. It is the culmination of a long 
series of conflicts. The mayor is absent 
at Charleston. Only three aldermen 
stood by the mayor. 

More watermelons for shipment north 
will be grown in this state this year 
than ever before. Along the southwes- 
ern border, mainly on the Carolina Cen- 
tral railway, are the largest melon 
farms. One firm, Matthews & Brinson, 
wil have 1,000 acres in these melons at 
Maxton, Planting began this week. 

No Chance for Republicans. 
leading republicans admit that their 
party has not a ghost of a chance of 
carrying North Carolina this year. One 
of them told a state official that from 
Greensboro eastward the party was 
practically without organization and 
would continue to be so until there was 

a vast change in conditions. 

Mrs. E. E. Moffitt and Mrs. T. K. 
Bruner, both of Raleigh, leave tomorrow 
for Denver, as the North Carolina dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
They represent this state’s society. 

So far there is no candidate for the 
democratic nomination for chief justice 
of the supreme court except Associate 
Justice Walter Clark. But it is entirely 
probable that he may have opposition 
before the date of the state convention. 
Superior Court Judge George H. Brown 
is an aspirant for a nomination for as- 
sociate justice. He will have a strong 
opponent in the person of H. G. Connor, 
and odds are offered that the latter will 
defeat him, and be the choice of the east- 
ern part of the state. It is settled by 
custom that the east will have one of the 
two nominees and the west the other. 
For the justiceship from the west there 
are four aspirants, each with a strong 
and zealous following. These being Platt 
D. Walker, J. A. Lockhart, Charles H. 
Armfield and Charles A. Moore. 

Weather and Crop Report. 

The weather and crop report for this 
state, issued today, says last week was 
unfavorable, with temperature 4 degrees 
under normal and several frosts and ice 
in the center and west. Good progress 
in upland planting was made. Lowlands 
are wet and have so far received but 
little attention. More lowlands have 
been abandoned than ever before, this 
being the result of last year’s floods. 
Crops are growing very slowly. In the 
extreme east considerable corn is planted, 
but elsewhere plowing is backward. 
Very little cotton is planted, but prepara- 
tions are being made for a rather large 
crop, and much fertilizer has been laid 
in. The tobacco acreage will also be 
large; in most counties the plants are 
small but abundant, while in some a 
scarcity is threatened. Wheat improves, 
but spreads slowly. Wenter oats are a 
complete failure, and the land whereon 
they were planted will be sown in spring 
oats or put in corn. Truck crops are 
quite late, but so far have escaped seri- 
ous frost damage. An ‘@:ndant fruit 
crop appears assured. Strawberries are 
a large and promising crop. 
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May Move Negro College. 

Jackson, Miss., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Owing to the hostility displayed by citi- 
zens residing in the suburbs of Jackson, 
it is likely that the Jackson college, an 
institution on the coeducational plan for 
negroes, will be moved to some other 
point in the state. Winona has made a 
liberal proposition to secure the removal 
of the college to that place, and it is un- 
derstood that other towns will also sub- 
mit proposals. The college recently sold 
its property in Jackson to Millsaps col- 
lege for $40,000, and proposes to erect 
new buildings costing about $50,000. 


Irish Catholics To Have Float. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Apri] 17.—(Special.) 
The Irish Catholics of this city held a 
meeting today and decided to put a 
float in the spring festival parade. It wil! 
be novel and elaborate. Miss Annie 
O’Brien, the talented society editress of 
The Chattanooga Times, was selected as 
queen.

S. A, Ldde, a prominent farmer of this 
county. who was convicted of murdering 
his neighbor, another farmer and mer- 
chant named Johnson. His sentence is for 
life. It has been many years since a 
white man was convicted of murder in 
the first degree in this county.

HIS HANDS BLOODY 
HE GOES TO DEATH 


Man Is Slain and His Wife Seriously 
Wounded. 


THE SLAYER [S THEN KILLED 


Son of the Dead Man Arrives on the 
Scene and Ends the Mortal Ca- 
reer of Man Who Shot His 
Parents. 


Dewitt, Ark., April 17.—A tragedy oc- 
curred 6 miles east of here yesterday in 
which two men, Henry Hill and B. F. 
Dillion, lost their fives, and Mrs. B. F. 
Dillion was perhaps fatally wounded. 

Henry Hill and his brother in law, B. 
F. Dillion, were owners of adjoining 
farms and had had trouble about a 
cross-fence between their places. Yester- 
day afternoon Hill, it is claimed, took his 
rifle and going over to Dillion’s called the 
latter out on the front porch and shot 
him down, killing him. 

Mrs. Dillion, who is Hill’s sister, ran 
out of the house to her husband when, 
it is claimed, Hill shot her through the 
body. 

Walter Dillion, a son of the slain man 
and nephew of Hill, arrived on the scene, 
and shot Hill twice with a rifle, killing 
him instantly. 

Mrs. Dillion is still alive, but in a pre- 
carious condition. All the parties are 
white people.

New Companies Are Applying for 
** Admission in Mississippi. 
Jackson, Miss., April 17.—(Special.)—The 

entire Mississippi national guard, num- 
bering 1,800 officers and men, are to be 
furnished with khaki uniforms, leggings 
and campaign hats by the government. A 
requisition for the new uniforms has been 
forwarued to the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment by Adjutant General Henry and 
they will be received within the next thir- 
ty days and distributed among the three 
regiments. 

The selection of the place of holding 
the annual encampment of the guard Is 
not likely to occur until June. Natchez 
is making a lively bid for the honor and 
will probably be successful. There has 
been a considerable awakening of inter- 
est in national guard matters during the 
past few weeks, and several new com- 
panies have applied for admission.

REVISION OF PATENT LAWS. 


Bill for That Purpose Is Introduced 
by Pritchard. 


Washington, April 17.—Senator Pritch- 
ard, chairman of the committee on pat- 
ents, today introduced a bill prepared 
by the commission appointed by Presf- 
ident McKinley to revise the patent and 
trademark laws of the United States, 
and also a bill presented by the minority 
of the commission. The commission’s 
bili covers the whole fleld of marks used 
in commerce in the territory of the 
United States and interstate and for- 
eign commerce. It contains provisions 
for registration of all marks generally 
known as trademarks and a penal clause 
for the punishment of infringers in ad- 
dition to the usual civil remedies.

WILL ACCEPT CHINESE BILL. 


Members of House Won’t Oppose Sen- 
ate Substitute. 


Washington, April 17.—The members of 
the house who have been chiefly interest- 
ed in advancing the Chinese exclusion 
bill, after informal conferences today 
decided to accept the senate substitute, 
adopted yesterday, continuing in force 
the present laws and applying them to 
our insular possessions. 

Representative Kahn, of Californig, 
who introduced the @astic exclusion bil! 
in the house, and Representative Cooms, 
of California, who aided in perfecting 
it, both expressed the view that the sen- 
ate measure should be accepted as the 
best obtainable within the few dayg re- 
maining before the Geary law expires by 
limitation. This view was made known 
to Representative Perkins, of New York, 
who reported the house exclusion biil 
from the foreign affairs committee, and 
an informal understanding was reached 
that if the California members’ were 
willing to accept the senate substitu'a 
this course undoubtedly be taken by the 
committee and the house. rr 


JACOB! SENTENCE AFFIRMED. | 


ALABAMA SUPREME COURT IN- 
DORSES HIS TERM. 


He Was Convicted of Attempting 
Assault Upon Miss Lizzie Par- 
ker, of Clanton. 


Montgomery, Ala. April 17.—The Ala- 
bama supreme court today affirmed the 
decision of the lower court by which Sar- 
ford Jacobi, of Montgomery, was sen- 
tenced to twenty years in the penitentiary 
upon conviction of attempted assault upon 
Miss Lizzie Parker, of Clanton, Ala. 

Jacobi’s first trial resulted in a mis- 
trial. Miss Parker Was not present at the 
second trial, when Jacobi was convict- 
ed, and the appeal to the supreme court 
was based on the contention that the de- 
fendant was not confronted by his ac- 
cuser, as guaranteed in the constitution. 

The court holds that Miss Parker has 
removed to Buena Vista, Ga., and was 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court. 

It is said that the United States su- 
preme court will be asked for a writ of 
error, pending an appeal to that court, 
and that the defendant will contend that 
the opinion of the Alabama supreme court 
is repugnant to the federal constitution.

SHOT HIS BROTHER TO DEATH. 


James Hawley Claimed He Was Be- 
ing Bluffed in a Trade. 
Detroit, Mich., April 17.—Edward Haw- 
ley, aged about forty-one years, was shot 
and instantly killed by his brother, Jam2s 
Hawley, who is about sixty years of age, 


in their saloon at the corner of River | 


and Nineteenth streets tonight. 

Edward, James and Luke Hawley are 
well known river men, owners of a tug 
line and other vesse] property, also the 
saloon in which the shooting occurred. 
The three brothers were engaged in an 
argument abogt a vessel just purchased 
by Ed and Luke, and the latter were try- 
ing to induce James to take a share in the 
new boat. James accused his brothers of 
trying to “‘bluff’’ him into the deal. 

Ed then playfully brushed James’ face 
with a bunch of shrubs which he had in 
his hand and James warned Ed not to 
do that again or he would shoot. Ed 
repeated the act and James shot him in 
the right breast. Ed died in a few min- 
utes and James surrendered to the po- 
lice. , 

At the police station James said: 

‘They forced me to do it.” 


LABOR CHIEFS SEE PRESIDENT. 


They Are Not Satisfied with Senate 
Chinese Bill. 
Washington, April 17.—The members of 
the executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor had a conference 
with President Roosevelt today upon la- 
bor matters in which the federation is 
interested. The subjects discussed in- 
cluded Chinese exclusion, an eight-hour 
law, a prison labor bill, increase in the 
salaries of letter carriers, and the right 
of government employees to solicit legis- 

lation in their own behalf. 

Regarding Chinese exclusion, the labor 
leaders told the president that they were 
not at all pleased with the failure of the 
senate to add a seamen’s section to the 
Chinese exclusion bill, passed yesterday. 
The president, it is stated, expressed him- 
self in favor of an effective Chinese ex- 
clusion law, and as in sympathy with the 
demands of labor as to an eight-hour bill 
and a prison labor bill. 

The president said there had been a 
great deal of misunderstanding as to 
the order issued by him relating to gov- 
ernment employees taking part in efforts 
for increase of pay, etc. This order, he 
explained, did not refer to the efforts of 
organizations as bodies.

Keaton Declares He Was Hired To

Raleigh, N. C., April 17.—(Special.)—At 
Morganton a notable case is on trial. 
Jack Keaton and two brothers, Alex and 
Sam McCall, all white, are on trial for 
arson. 

The alleged crime was committeed some 
years ago in McDowell county. Keaton 
was promptly arested, gave bail and fied. 
Later he was captured in Tennessee. 

He confessed and implicated the Mc- 
Calls, declaring they hired him to burn 
a mill be*onging to a man named Brown, 

there having for over a century been a 
deadly feud between the McCall and 
Brown families. 

Six incendiary fires occurred in the 
Brown-McCall neighborhood in rapid suc- 
cession and two churches, three schools 
and Brown’s mill were destroyed. 

Alex McCall is blind. He was acquitted 
of burning the mill. Now he and his 
brother are on trial as accessories before 
the fact. 

The case was removed to Morganton on 
affidavit that the Brown influence was 
too great in McDowell.

He Should Refund the Cost. 
We are not very sanguine that even 
should General Jakie Smith have to be 
bothered by a courtmartial he will suf- 
fer much from their verdict. If Wal- 
ler was guilty oMhothing in executing 
the savage and bloody orders that 
Jakie gave him, it is not presumable 
that Jakie himself will be adjudged to 
have offended in giving such orders, 
Be tnat as it may—and we will 
await the result with patient curiosity 
—we do insist that Jakie owes some- 
thing by way of reparation or recoup- 
ment to the people of the United 
States. We paid $20,000,000 in good 
American gold for these Filipinos and 
we didn’t buy them to kill and convert 
into dog-meat. On the estimates cur- 
rent in the deal there were 10,000,000 
oi the little brown folk and they were 
sized up and taken by us at $2 per 
head. They are, therefore, as much 
property of the nation as any other 
that could have been intrusted to 
Jakie’s care and protection. 

Unless they are to be considered as 
rations, mules, tents, uniforms and 
other property, technically known as 
“expendable” in army parlance, then 
Jakie ought to be made to produce the 
property, or pay for its misuse and dis- 
appearance, as in other cases of army 
accounting. Having made away with 
eleven of our purchased chattel folk he 
ought, to say the least of it, to be com- 
pelled to refund their cost and pay $22 
into the national treasury to square 
his accounts! 
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A Queer Kick by Republicans. 

There is a whole lot of the funniest 
sort of fun in the serious comments 
which some republican presses are 
making on “the bread tax” that is pro- 
posed in the English budget. 

England has to have more money to 
pay her war bills and one of the ways 
she adopts to get it is to put an im- 
port tax of six cents per hundred- 
weight on flour and meal and meats. 
Our American exports of those prod- 
ucts to English countries last year 
amounted to $152,000,000. : 

Our republican protectionist fellow- 
citizens are in a great sweat over the 
new policy of Great Britain and are in- 
clined to think John Bull is commit- 
ting a great outrage upon us by tax- 
ing our products to help pay his war 
expenses. We suppose they are argu- 
ing from their famous proverb that 
“the foreigner pays the tax,” and, of 
course, the American farmers will 
have to cut his profits to the extent 
of the levies that Great Britain now 
lays upon his grain, flour and meat 
proaucts., 

But if protection is so grand a 
scheme for tue enrichment of a nation 
in revenues and in the fostering of 
home production, why is not Great 
Britain to be commended rather than 
abused for adopting our policy? 

Will not some of our eminent Ding- 
leyites come down to brass tacks and 
tell us where our kick comes in when 
we are fed out. of a spoon of our own 
making? 
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British Operations in South Africa. 

Still the war in South Africa goes 
on and Great Britain is beginning 
to realize the sad truth of Oom Paul’s 
prophecy when he said that before the 
Boers were conquered she would have 
to pay out an amount which would 
stagger humanity. Up to this time the 
war his cost Great Britain, in round 
numbers, $800,000,000, but the end is 
not yet in sight and there is no telling 
what the struggle will cost before 
peace is finally concluded. 

When hostilities commenced it look- 
ed as if the war would be of short 
duration. No one thought that the 
Boers could long w.thstand the fire of 
British guns and Great Britain her- 
self expected before the year was out 
to make mince meat of the little re- 
public which dared to defy her impe- 
rial scepter. But months have length- 
ened out into years and the struggle 
continues with no immediate signs of 
cessation. | 

Two factors have entered largely 
into the success of the Boers in defy- 
ing so long the power of Great Britain 
to establish her sway over the Trans- 
vaal. First, the Boers themselves are 
determined fighters. They have never 


known what it is to surrender. They 


| 


are anxious to succeed in the struggle 
upon which they have entered, but 
success with them is subordinate to 
the determination to hold out against 
the British invaders as long as they 
have a musket to fire or a drop of 
blood to shed upon the sacred soil of 
the Transvaal. In view of all the cir- 
cumstances they may be rash. Sooner 
or later Great Britain must win. But 
the spirit of the Boersis none the less 
worthy of admiration. Another con- 
sideration which has operated in favor 
of the Boers is British ignorance of the 
topography of South Africa. Except 
for this disadvantage-they might have 
won many of the battles which they 
have lost. | 

Great Britain is not willing to aban- 
don her purpose to subdue the Boers 
and the Boers have not yet reached 
the point where they are willing to 
surrender, and so the war goes mer- 
rily on.

| INTERESTING L. &N. FACTS 
THAT MAY GIVE SOME LIGHT 


ESTERN railroad extensions by 

cash purchases of existing lines 

began in this country twenty-five 
years ago, when Commodore Vanderbilt 
turned up at the annual meeting of the 
Michigan Central and ousted : President 
Sloan and his associates by voting $19,- 
000,000 out of the existing capital of $15,- 
000,000 for himself and a Vanderbilt board 
of directors. 

That $10,000,000 of stock cost Commodore 
Vanderbilt only about $3,300,000 cash, and 
it was purchased in the open market. 
Michigan Central stock stil] remains ut 
$18,000,000, but its quotation ts 140 and its 
intrinsic value still greater. 

Commodore Vanderbilt's investment of 
a little over $3,000,000 for the contre! of 
Such a railroad property as Michigan 
Central twenty-five years ago was cause 
for great wonderment and nothing lie 
it took place in the raflroad world for 
Some years thereafter. Then Mr. Gould 
haggled with Commodore Garrison and 
paid him $3,800,000 in gold certificates for 
the control of a road between St. Lou's 
and Kansas City and laid the foundation 
for the Missouri Pacific system. Now 
railroad systems and transcontinental 


| lines are shuttle-cocked about with tndi- 


vidual interests putting up anywhere 
from $10,000,000 to $76,000,000, practically 
a8 a margin. 

Now comes the Louisville and Nashville 
upon the scene. This road has not been 
owned by the Rothschilds, or the Eng- 
lish, as has been popularly supposed. It 
is the favorite internationally listed stock 
of the Dutch in Holland. Three times 
the Dutch have purchased this road at 
below $50 per share and twice they have 
sold it at above $80 per share. Their 
proxies go to August Belmont & Co., the 
Rothschilds’ representative in this coun- 
try. It ig not unreasonable to suppose 
that the Dutch have for the third time 
liquidated at a good profit. The query 
then arises as to who has -bought it. 
Three hundred thousand shares is one- 
half the stock and at 120 is only a matter 
of $36,000,000, or by borrowing on the stock 
$90 a share it may be a matter of only 
$9,000,000 for margin control. 

The Louisville and Nashville has in its 
treasury the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis road, one of the best railroads 
in the south, and about $7,000,000 cash. It 
has bid $160 a share for the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, and the directors of the 
latter now control the Evansville and 
Terre Haute. The combination makes a 
complete system from Chicago to New 
Orleans. 

The Monon road has been steadily ad- 
vancing the past year in market price 
and its control is understood to have 
changed hands from General Thomas to 
the Morgan interests, now in control of 
the Southern railway. The Monon has 
the same entry into Chicago as has thea 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois. The South- 
ern railway, the Monon and Louisville 
and Nashville are moving sympathet- 
ically in the stock market. One of the 
best posted railroad men in the country 
says that the plan is to combine all these 
north and south roads, thereby elim!- 
nating all rate dissensions from that 
field. 

If the Louisville and Nashville makes 
the combination it is planning and then 
combines with the Southern railway, the 
entire railroad combination north and 
south from the lakes to the gulf is fixed 
as securely as in the present east anil 
west combination between the lakes and 
the seaboard. 

This has left two systems, each divided 
into two parts, as making the north and 
south railroad lines through the heart of 
the country, the Louisville and Nashville 
with its Chicago connection, the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, and the Southern 
railway with the Monon for its Chicago 
connection. 

Now if these four roads making two 
units are united through ownership con- 
trol the railroad rate system of this coun- 
try is settled, not only east and west, 
but north and south, or is in a way to be 
settled, because just six people and no 
more hold all railway avenues of com- 
munication. Or they may be described 
as six interests, some of them already 
overlapping and tying up by personal and 
financial relations the several parts into 
@ unity of control for the whole country. 
In the east is the Morgan-Vanderbilt 
trunk line and coal combination working 
with @ perfect understanding with the 
Pennsylvania-Atchison combination. The 
third interest in fhe éast is the Morgan- 
Southern railway combination. The three 
interests west and southwest are the Mor- 
gan-Hill interests of the north, the Har- 
riman-Rockefeller interests in the west 
and southwest, and the Gould-Missourti 
Pacific Wabash interests which stretch 
from the southwest to Pittsburg, 

There is no other possible combination 
of existing roads on the map than these 
six, except that of the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land and Pacific, how controlled by the 
Moore brothers, of Chicago, as above 
noted. 

It is the Moore Brothers in Rock Island 
with their old friends tn the steel] and 
wire industries that have the past week 
purchased control of Louisville and Nash- 
ville from the Dutch, the EngMsh and the 
New York stock market. 

All sorts of threats have been made to 
drive the Moore ‘brothers out of the rail- 
road business, but such threats have now 
quieted down, and no one now seems dis- 
turbed over the extension of the Rock Is- 
land to El Paso, or the purchase by the 
Rock Island of the Choctarsw system or its 
proposed extension to the Pacific coast. 

Now the problem arises, have the 
Moore Brothers with the millions they 
made out of the formation of the United 
States Steel Corporation, stepped into the 
railroad arena and crossed all the trans- 
continental systems with the Rock Island 
and the extensions they ‘have made 
therefrom and been emboldened to grab 
the Louisville and Nashville system, 
thereby crossing all the railroad systems 
east of Chicago? 

Brains are more mighty than millions, 
and have these brainy giants from the 
west with an investment of less than 
$20,000,000 of cash twice crossed the coun- 
try or laid two lines in a position to 
dominate in the railroad situation from 
the lakes to the gulf and to the Pacific? 

In the Louisvile and Nashville is the 
key to the whole railroad and financial 
situation at the present. day. 

The control of the Louisville and Nash- 
Wile has passed from the east to the 
west—the question is how far west? If 
to Chicago, there is clearly another 
Richmond in the field and a seventh 
interest must be reckoned with. If the 
Moore Brothers only represent the ex- 
isting powers now dominant in the other 
systems, the railroad combination of the 
United States is with the purchase of 
the Louisville and Nashville substan- 
tially complete. 

Three Pacifics, the Northern Pacific, 
the Union Pacific and the Missouri Pa- 
cific, dominate in the west, and three 
interests in the east, the New York 
Central, the Pennsylvania and the 
Southern. It only remains for the gov- 
ernment to give its sanction or to set 
its machinery in operation and make 
war upon the whole. 

The Pennsylvania is wise enough to 
foresee the issue that is rising and, with 
that sagacity that has always charac- 
terized the management of this great 
company, President Cassatt is first in the 
field to declare that, combination being 
inevitable, the rate-making power must 
inevitably be controlled by the govern- 
ment.—The Wall Street Journal.

The twenticth certury is ushering in a 
period of progress and of utility. The 
remarkable discoveries and inventions 
that marked the closing years of the 
nineteenth century and the opening of 
the twentieth prove this statement, true. 

There has been progress along all 
lines of useful endeavor. The old has 
given way to the new, the many lmita- 
tions under which our fathers labored 
have passéd away. We can hardly under- 
stand how former generetions managed 
to get through life successfully with the 
many limitatons that hampered them. 
And yet, while the whole world of aci- 
ence, ert and industry is alive and throb- 
bing with ceaseless energy, born appar- 
ently of the electric force that is revo- 
lutionizing mind as well as matter, we 
find progress in the educational methods 
of our common schools has not kept pace, 
As evidence of this assertion it is only 
necessary to revert to the abbreviated 
school terms, to the teacher himself, 
who, in so many cases, is conducting the 
school for the money. that will enable 
him to enter upon some other pursuit. 
There are, however, faithful, earnest and 
conscientiozus teachers all over the south 
who are toiling zealously and enthusi- 
astically in their chosen calling. They 
realize that the tf!mes demand practical 
men; that the resources of the south, with 
all the grand possibilities of this sec- 
tion of the country, need the trained 
hand, the educated eye and the mind 
stored with useful knowledge. He real- 
izes that he is preparing for the stage 
of action men and women who will 
be needed to solve living problems; that 
it is his duty to teach the pupil to think 
and not td repeat parrot-like the lessons 
in the text-book, to store his mind with 
facts that he may begin the practical 
work of life with skilled hands and an 
alert mind. 

While the youth is at sckool poring over 

his text books the great world around 
him is rushing on, as if impelled by some 
mighty engine. Should he not be pre- 
pared to do his part in the grand acheve- 
ments thet will make the coming years 
the greatest if the world’s history? Is it 
not true that the boy and girl who con 
the daily lesson of the text-book is but 
vaguely informed as to the progress of 
events at home and abroad? How many 
of the average pupils of the common 
schools of the day could give an intelli- 
gent account of Nhe cause of the war in 
South Africa, how many know why th? 
building of the Nicaragua or Panama 
canal is advocated in progress? What 
do they know of wireless telegraphy? 
What of the deposits of precious metals 
and of geological formations that indicate 
the location of hidden treasures in na- 
ture’s great store house? Georgia and 
other states of the south aro destined to 
become the great manufacturfng center of 
the nation, as the New England states 
have been in the past. Is it well that the 
young mcn wht are to control affairs 
should be blindfolded ag they step upon 
the arena of Hfe to assist in the great 
work of bringing the south to that high 
commercial and manufacturing plane to 
which her possibilities point sq plainly 
and persistently? 
- The school boys of Georgia will grad- 
uate into the flelds, factories and store 
houses. If they begin business life in 
these lines how impcrtant that thy shali 
begin thoroughly equipped for the work 
they will have to perform. 

Teachers in a number of schools have 
adopted newspaper reading as a supple- 
mentary course and as a substitute for 
the ordinary school reader. The boy who 
“stood on the burning deck, when all 
but him had fled,” was doubtless a hero 


and entitled to all the praise accorded 
him. The boy of today, however, can 


better prepare himself by reading of the 
important events happening around him, 
than by storing his mind with the many 
inane lessons the school readers so often 
contain.

Even in the primary depart- | 
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ter stimulant to thought and of more aid 
in calling forth latent powers than the 
ordinary readers. 

To cultivate the reading habit is the 
work of the common schools; to make 
the boy, fresh from the plow, reason 
why things are, and not take everything 
for granted because it is in the book. Let 
the pupils study the salient features of 
the news of the week or of the day. Let 
the teacher comment upon the events re- 
corded, question the pupils upon the ef- 
fect of certain happenings and use the 
lesson as a thought stimulant. 

There is in this not only information 
on current events, that the pupil needs 
to know, but the reasoning powers are 
thus brought into play and strengthened 
by use. The youth will learn to solve 
problems that relate to the progress of 
the world around him, and of which he 
is a part. He will inquire into the why 
and wherefore of things and will pe 
transformed, from a mere machine, into 
a reasoning, logical factor in the working 
hive of humanity. He will not be a drone 
in that hive. The boys and girls in many 
of our country homes, with short school 
terms, get from the books and recitations 
a distaste for school, which could be 
made a pleasure by the teachers’ judi- 
cious use of the newspaper as a suppie- 
mentary reading course. Edward Mark- 
ham, in his notable poem, ‘The Man 
With the Hoe,” has shown how man, 
in the Image of his Creator and Nttle 
lower than the angels, may become— 


“A thing that grieves not and that never 
hopes; 
Stolid and stunned, a brother to the ox.” 


Reports from schools that have adopted 
newspaper reading as a supplementary 
course are to the effect that “the pupils 
improved rapidly in their grasp of affairs 
and that the quickening of the mind In 
this direction shows a corresponding in- 
crease in the ability of the pupil] to ab- 
sorb the lessons that daily come under 
his vision.” Is not this worth atriving 
fcr? 

This mental stimulant Hghtens the 
teacher’s task and sends many a flash 
of joy to the dull student’s heart. The 
story of the eminent judge who at school 
vas a dull boy and was only etimulated 
to study by his mother’s tears over his 
apparently hopeless idiocy has a coun- 
terpart in many a boy and girl who need- 
ed to be aided to ascend the hill of knowl- 
edge by otber helps than the dreary text- 
books. 

It is not contended by any means that 
the newspaper in the public schools will 
solve all the difficult problems that cun- 
front the modern educator; but that !t 
will lighten the task of both teacher and 
pupil and prove a substantial help in the 
school room, there can be no question. It 
is taken for granted that the newspaper 
to be used, whether daily or weekly, is a 
pure newspaper—one that may be read in 
the family circle or in the mixed school. 

Another effect of the general ure of the 
newspaper in the school would be a more 
determined effort on the part of the con- 
scientious editor to strive to make his 
jcurnal acceptable to and fitted for the 
use of the twentieth century teacher and 
his pupil.

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COMMITTEE TO 
STOP DEFICITS 


City Boards and Departments 
To Be Responsible for 
Appropriations. 


LFINANCE COMMITTEE 
TO PRESENT ORDINANCE 


[$m the Future Members of Boards 
and Heads of Departments Must 
Keep Within Appropria- 
tions or Stand the 
Consequences. 


{t is up to the various departments and 
boards of the city government to stay 
within their appropriations this year. The 
finance committee of the city council is 
preparing to make it very unpleasant for 
‘the department that exceeds its appropri- 
etion and if rumors are correct this means 
that more than one department will be 
effected. 

The charter of the city distinctly says 
that any department that exceeds its 
appropriation shall be responsible for the 
excess. That is, that every individual 
member will be held responsible for any 
moneys expended above the appropriation 
given them. This mandate has not been 
strictly enforced in the past but the pres- 
ent fimance committee is preparing to see 
that it is enforced this year to the let- 


ter. 

Chairman Kontz, of the finance com- 
mittee, called a meeting of his commit- 
tee yesterday to take this matter up and 
after very little discussion it was de- 
cided to bring the matter to the attention 
of council. This will probably be done 
by a resolution or ordinance declaring that 
all departments shall be held responsible 
for expenditures in excess of their ap- 
propriations. The paper was not drawn 
up yesterday, but it was the sense of the 
committee that this should be done and it 
will doubtless come up at the next meet- 
ing of council. 

It is said that some of the departments 

exceed their appropriations every year. 
If the charter provision is strictly adhered 
to and the individual members of the 
boards are held personally responsible for 
the money spent above what the finance 
committee gives them it will undoubtedly 
create a howl at the end of the year. 
A member of the finance committee 
in speaking of the matter yesterday, said: 
‘‘The law on the subject is plain and I do 
not see that we have any other course 
left us. This thing of the departments 
exceeding their appropriations year after 
year has gone on for some time and 
it is time they were being brought to 
a halt. The law distinctly says that when 
a board exceeds its appropriation the in- 
dividual members shall be held liable and 
if that law is enforced as it should be, 
and should have been, it will put an end 
to running bills over into the next year. 
For one, I think it is the best step for us 
to take and I believe that it should be 
taken in time so that-all of the boards 
may have fair warning. 

“No; I do not know that it is aimed 
at any one department, but they should 
all be put on the same basis argi it 
won't take but one year to cure the evil.’’ 

The matter will probably be taken up 
by the finance committee again this week 
and the proper ordinance prepared for 
the next meeting of council. 

To Enforce Fi. Fa. Law. 

Another important matter that the 
finance committee discussed yesterday 
was in connection with the marshal’s 
office and the manner of collecting fi. 
fas. It has been the custom in the past 
to have fi. fas. collected in the fleld or 
at the marshal’s office. In other words, it 
has been the custom of the marshal to 
send one of his deputies out with a fi. fa. 
and when possible the fi. fa. was collect- 
ed by the deputy presenting it. 

The finance committee has decided to 
put a stop to this. The committee says 
the law declares the tax collector is the 
only man who can collect a cent for the 
city in any manner, and hereafter all fi. 
fas. must be paid to him. The only way 
that a fi. fa. can be paid in the future {ts 
for the property owner to go to the tax 
collector’s office and pay it. No special 
acticn was taken on the matter by the 
finance committee, but Chairman Kontz 
has instructed the marshal’s office that 
this course must be pursued in the fu- 
ture, and the committee unanimously ap- 
proved of his action. 

It has been the custom in past years for 
the marshal's office to make reductions in- 
fi. fas. and the new plan will end this. 
Hereafter any fi. fa. that is reduced must 
have written across it by whom the re- 
duction is mawe, and no one has the right 
to reduce a fi. fa. except one of the tax 
assessors. Any fi. fa. that is marked ‘‘un- 
collectable’ must, in the future, have 
stated on it why it was uncollectable, and 
in this way the finance committee can tel] 
where the city stands. In the past it has 
been the cystom to mark on the books in 
the marshal’s office against all fi. fas. 
that could not be collected simply the 
word “uncollectable,’’ but in the future 
this will not be sufficient unless the 
reasons are stated also. 

Members of the finance oommittee be- 
lieve that this will result in an increase 
in the revenues of the city and they in- 
tend that the law shall be strictly car- 
ried out. .

New Management of L. & 
N. Changes Its 
Status. 


LESSEE ROAD AND SOUTHERN 
COULD NOT AGREE IN PAST 


Captain E. P. Howell Talks of the 
New Relation and Its Probable 
Effect on the Atlanta 
Depot Situation. 


There ts a general impression among 
railroa@ officials of the south that the 
transfer of the Louisville and Nashville 
from the hands of the Belmont faction 
and its control, to an extent yet to be 
made known, by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
will have the ultimate effect of making 
a new depot on the state’s property in 
Atlanta a certainty. 

Under the old management, it is stated, 
the Louisville and Nashville was not will- 


ing to grai\t the Southern the conces- 


siong it demanded in the way of depot 
charges and the objection of the South- 
ern in the past to the depot agreement 
was based largely on the understanding 


that it would have to pay one-half of 6 
per cent on the cost of the new station 
and continue to pay about $40,009 a year 
in rental. 

The Louisville and Nashville, controli- 
ing to a large extent the Nashvile, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, the lessee road, 
has been in a position to dictate to the 
Southern in matters touching the use of 
the leased property, which includes the 
present depot site. Under the new man- 
agement of the Louisville and Nashville 
it is believed the Southern car secure 
what it wants from the lessee. With 
stch an understanding between the two 
‘roads the obstacles in the path of a new 
stafion on the state’s.property in At- 
lanta are largely removed. 

Captain E. P. Howell Talks. 

On being asked yesterday by a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution what ef- 
fect, if any, he thought the _ recent 
change in control of the Louisville and 
Nashville road would have upon the new 
depot on the state’s Atlanta terminal 
property, Captain Evan P. Howell said: 

“It is the opinion of several railroad 
mer who are quite familiar with the 
union depot question that the recent 
transactions connected with the sale of 
the Louisvilie and Nashville, and J. P. 
Morgan’s prerent interest in it, will make 
the building of a new depot on the pres- 
ent site a certainty. Jt is claimed that 
whatever terms the Southern road wants 
in the way of a lease will be granted 
by the present owners of the Louisviile 
and Nashville, as Morgan will control 
beth systems. 

“It is claimed by Architect Gilbert that 
the plans submitted for the new depot 
will furnish sufficient! accommodatians 
tor the next twenty years. The Southern 
road will not be averse, so the railroad 
mén say, to a joint use of the loc#ility if 
they are permitted to come in on equal 
terms in the use of the property. They 
are paying now about $40,000 a year ren- 
tals, and if in addition to this they are 
forced to pay one-half of 6 per cent on 
the cost of the new building it would 
make the total yearly payments of the 
rcad scmething like $50,000. This has 
been one of the great objections the 
Southern had to the building being erect- 
ed on the present gite. 

“It appears now tnat some understand- 
ing will be arrived at by ihe present 
owners of the Louisville and Nashville 
to permit the Southern to use the depot 
on an equitable basis of pro rata charges. 
This will soon be fully developed, it is 
claimed by the railroad men.”’

WALTHOUR WINS 
RACE HANDILY 


Won Two Heats from Mo- 
ran With Great 
Ease. 


LEANDER WINS IN 
FOUR-CORNERED RACE 


Bobby Left Last Night for Boston 
To Engage in Big Race There. 
Will Return to Atlanta 
on Next Thurs- 


day. 


Bobby Walthour showed the rear of 
his heels to Jimmy Moran in jig time 
last rézH® and had no trouble in taking 
two straight heats from the big Irish- 
man. 

In the first heat he established a new 
five-mile record, breaking his own record 
of a week ago. The time was 7:43 4-5. 
The former record was 7:46 flat. The 
second heat, which was much more ex- 
citing and harder fought, was won by 
Walthour in 8.01. 

Leander won the four-cornered match 
race, finishing ahead of Hunter, Rutz 
and Lake in rattling style. His spurts 
in the first and second heats* were spec- 
tacular, and he rode good, hard races. 
His riding was of a clean and brilliant 


variety. 

Howard Freeman, the Portland, Oreg.. 
star, who won the six day race at Phil- 
adelphia, went a paced exhibition mile, 
doing the trick in 1:45. Freeman, who fs 
to race Walthour next Thursday night, 
is a good, clean rider and ought to prove 
the knottiest proposition Walthour has 
gone up against in Atlanta. 

The Coliseum was packed and jammed. 
All the boxes were taken and every avail- 


able seat was occupied. It was a wildly 
enthusiastic audience and enjoyed the 


sport immensely, : 
Record Is Broken. 

The first heat of the four-cornered race 
only served to whet the interest of the 
crowd. The fact that Moran had beaten 
Walthour on former occasions stimulated 
the natural interest in the big event. 
Both men were given enthusiastic re- 
ceptions by the crowd. Moran geemec 
in the best of condition; and Walthour— 
well, he was the same inscrutable Bobby 
and appeared to be as calmly confident | 


as ever. 

Walthour got a shade the best of the 
start, there being a distance of about 
twenty feet between the men when the 
starter’s pistol was fired. Waithour went 
after his man from the very first. At 
the fourth lap of the first mile he began 
to close in, riding with his usual ease 
and confidence. From the first it was 
clearly noticeable to the trained eye that 
Moran was riding in company that was 
too fast for him. Bennett gave him the 
benefit of an admirable pace—if anything, 
one that was more than he could follow. 
In the sixth lap of the first mile the big 
Irishman wavered at the south bank 
and came near lagging behind his pace. 
Bobby closed up the gap and without 
half trying pulled up to within ten feet 
of Moran’s rear wheel. Here he hung 
on as if tied to the wheel in front. 

In the first few laps of the second mile 
he dropped back and seemed to be tak- 
ing. things easy. Not a curl of his yel- 
low hatr was ruffled. His face was im- 
placable and as serene as a. statue. 
Moran showed signs of the pace. He 
was working every ounce of muscle in 
his big body. His face was red, and bis 
long front hair flapped to the > breeze 
like forlorn flags of distress. It was 
Mr. Moran’s busy day. 


Moran Loses the Pace. 
In the sixth lap of the third mile the 
men were about 10 feet apart, both go- 
ing like the wind. Bennett turned on the 


current and Moran lost his pace. Wal- 
thour filled up tthe gap and. shot ahead 
like a flash. From that time it was Hke 
cracking nuts for Bobby. In the fourth 
mile De went after another lap and got 
it without trying. Moran lost his pace 
again and Bobby butted in for another 
lap and sneaked ahead sedately. In the 
fifth he increased the margin still another 
lap, winning in 7:43 4-5.° 

The second heat was more closely con- 
tested, but Walthour had a winning way 
from the start. Moran lost his pace twice 
and Walthour finished ahead by 2 laps in 
8:01. 

Moran is nearer Walthour’s class than 
any of the men who have gone against 
him. He put up a game fight and worked 
hard every inch of the 10 miles. 

In the three heats of the four cornered 
match race, Leander won in 2:06, 2:08 
and 2:12, respectively. The race was on 
points and Leander was 12, Hunter 8, 
Rutz 6 and Lake 4. 

During the progress of the races, Jack 
Prince announced that John Chapman. 
who is a native of Atlanta and one of 
the cracks of the country, had agreed to 
come to this city and race Walthour. 

Walthour left the city last night for 
Boston, accompanied by Cadwell, where 
he will ride in one race, returning to At- 
lanta for the race next ‘Thursday night.

DEPUTY AYCOCK EXPLAINS. 


Writes Card Giving Reasons Why He 
Tied Prisoner with a 
Rope. 

Deputy Sheriff R. B. Aycock, of Madi- 
gon, who passed through Atlanta a few 
nights ago with a white prisoner hand- 
cuffed and tied with a rope, has written 
a card explaining the necessity of these 
precautions. The card follows: 

“Bditor Constitution—In your paper of 
the 15th instant, and in The. Augusta 
Chronicle of yesterday, appeared items 
with somewhat uncomplimentary allu- 
sions concerning my having led a pris- 
oner through the corridors of the Kimball 
house handcuffed and tied with a plow- 


line. 
‘There are two standpoints from which 
to look at this business. As deputy sher- 
iff of Morgan county, I had custody of 
Frank Newsome, of that county, a white 
man whom I had caught in DeKalb coun- 
ty, Alabama, charged with having mur- 
dered a negro woman in Morgian county 
in 1981. When I found him in Fort Payne, 
hé promptly waived, in writing, all requi- 
sition papers, and when we got to At- 
lanta 1 had to wait about three hours be- 
fore the next train left for Madison. I 
had no wish to go to, the Kimball house 
and preferred and expected to stay with 
my prisoner at the depot. It was at his 
own special request that I escorted him, 
first to the water closet and then to the 
barber shop of the Kimball. 

“The prisoner is a young man of twen- 
ty-odd years of age, while I am over 
fifty, and considerably worsted physical- 
iy, from having fallen into a well while 
trying to outrun a negro whom I was 
end@avoring to arrest in the night time. 

“Having stated these facts, I am sure 
the public—or at least that portion of the 
public who have had observation or ex- 
perience in handling prisoners—will say 
that under all the circumgfances I did ex- 
actly right. If my prisoner had been un- 
tied he might not have attracted much 
attention, but then he might have got- 
ten away. 1 have known many to escape, 
though handcuffed, when not tied. The 
safest way is the best. I reckon I wouid 
have been published as being very care- 
less, or perhaps as drunk or asleep, if 
Newsome had escaped. 

“I am perfectly serene in the knowledge 
that I violated no law; did no wrong, and 
gave no offense to my prisoner, anu dis- 
charged my whole duty as an officer of 
the .aw. R. B. AYCOCK.

PASSING THRONG. 


Governor Longino, of Mississippi, was 
in the city yesterday for about three 
hours en route to his home from a visit 
to Charleston, where he went to make 
an unojficial inspection of the exposition. 
On his return the train was delayed for 
several hours, and he’ took occasion to 
visit the capitol and chat with a num- 
ber of the state house officials. It was 
Governor Longino’s first visit to the cap- 
itol and he was agreeably surprised and 
impressed with the magnificence of the 
building. 

Gove Longino was disappointed at 
not al Governor Candler who, at the 
time he called, was at luncheon, 

“Missigsippi has appropriated a large 
Sum for the Louisiana Purchase exposi- 
tion,’”’ said Governor Longino,”’ and we 
intend making a splendid exhibit at St. 
Louis. I went to Charleston unofficially 
for the purpose of studying it at my 
leisure and getting ideas for the display 
which will be made by Mississippi. I did 
not accept any social attentions and con- 
fined myself to inspecting the various 
splendid exhibits which are on display. 
Charleston has a fine exposition--much bet- 
ter than people generally suppose—and it 
should be more liberally patronized.”’ 

Governor Longino is a comparatively 
young man and one of the most progres- 
sive of the soutlgrn governors. 


“Tt is the duty of every Atlantan,”’ said 
the chronic theatergoer, ‘‘to demonstrate 
that we can support a first-class stock 
company by patronizing the company 
now at the Grand. 

“I went to the performance of the ‘Trip 
to Chinatown’ and was agreeabjy sur- 
prised at the general excellence of the 
company and the first-class manner in 
which the play was put on. And I am 
not at all easy to please, either. I go to 
nearly everything that comes to Atlanta, 
and I think I am a fairly good judge of 
a show.

“Fortunately, price is not always an 
indication of merit, and the sooner the 
Atlanta public learns to use a little dis- 
crimination the better off it will be. The 
average theatrical manager knows the 
Atlanta failing, and many of them take 
advantage of it. Macon, Montgomery 
and other southern towns frequently get 
plays at much lower prices than we do. 
The owners of the theater here cannot 
help themselves in the matter. The real 
remedy with the audience.”’ 


“Speaking of the Bijou company,” re- 
marked a man who was standing in the 
group, “I wonder how long it will take 
some people to learn to pronounce that 
name. It is easy to see how a person

“The remarkable part of it didn’t strike 
me until afterwards—how these mules 
were struck ‘speechless.’ To this day 
I don’t know what happened to them!”

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 17.—Southern Railway fell 
comparatively into the background today, tak- 
ing a place well down in the liet of active 
stocks. The stock wae under pressure of re- 
alizing all day, although it.made some recov- 
ery after the official Statement late’ in the day 
of the absolute control exercised over Louis- 
ville and Nashville by J.. P. Morgan. The 
somewhat equivocal terms in which the infor- 
‘matior has been given to the public regard- 
ing the settlement of the Louisville cispute 
and the emphatic disclaimers by Southern 
Railway officials of any interest on the part 
of that road in the settlement had left room 
for all sorts of rumors for possible further 
complications which it was thought desirable, 
apparently, to check.

‘last night, after the ,statement appeared. It 
was regarded as a striking demonstration of 
.the secure hold of the speculative situation 
which has been obtained by theggroup of 
western millionaires now the leaders of the 
market, that they should have been able to 
keep up the ehow of strength in the market 
im face of reactionary tendency in Souchern 
Railway and a number of other unfavourable 
factors. As a matter of fact extreme anima- 
tion and a broadening show of strength were 
the features of the market, bearing every ie- 
semblance to previous great bull markets. Tue 
irregularity due to. active profit taking going 
on side by side with new buying was also in 
evidence, making the diversion of spetulative 
profits from one group of stocks into another. 
The Coalers were the most con-:picuously

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, April !7.—Grain speculators, who 
innocently believed tn the mythical stories re- 
lated yesterday about drenching rains in the 
suffering wheat country, found out today that 
they had been caught napping. The result: was 
one of the most extensive bull markets seen 
since the recent upturn. Wheat led in the ac- 
tivity, making an early jump of almost 2c. 
Heavy profit taking brought recessions in all 
grains, but the bullish sentiment prevailed 
and y wheat closed |%c higher, May corn 
Sc higher and May oats %c up. Provisions 
closed 2c to 15c¢ advenced. 

Up to midday the trade in wheat was an 
anxious effort to undo the errors of yesterday. 
The bears, who plucked up courage to sell 
short heavily at yesterday's close and pressed 
prices back, changed front at the opening when 
it was learned that the rains reported yes- 
terday were by no means sufficient to the 
needs of the winter wheat crop. Cables were 
lower at the start and northwestern farmers 
were reported making better deliveries of 
wheat. The general outlook, however, was 
decidedly bullish, and at the very start of 
the gong was an exciting rush to buy. May 
wheat opened ‘2¢@%c higher at 73% @74%e¢, 
and in a very short time was rushed to 75c. 
Here trade eased off a little and prices hung 
steady for some time at a slight recession. 
Such a bulge naturally brought out large quan- 
tities of long stuff for good profits. St. Louis 
was a very heavy seller. Oddly enough the 
selling was augmented by new reports of 
western rains. The general sentiment of the 
crowd was coived rather accurately by\ a 
prominent statistical journal, which stated thit 
the cool weather was retarding wheat growth 
and was to some extent prejudicial. The 
moisture is deficient, and the weather bu- 
reau predicts no rain for thirty-six hours. 
Some of the bears found comfort in the fact 
that Kansas City prices had widened out to 
4%@6c under Chicago prices, against 3%4c 
a few days ago. It was argued that Kansas 
was showing no fear of drought damage. 
Some of the reports had effect, for May broke 
slowly and sold down to 73%c. At this price, 
however, the buying side was favored anda 
good rall yset in, May closing strong Ia 
higher at 74'¢c. Local receipts 46 cars, one 
of contract grade. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported 16! cars, making a total for 
the three points of 207 cars, against 164 
last week and 272 a year ago. Primary re- 
ceipts were 297,000 bushels, compared to 
361,000 bushels last year. Seaboard clear- 
ances in wheat and flour equaled 247,000 
bushels. 

Corn had little to help it aside from the 
general bullish situation. Although there was 
& bull market most of the session, it was 
rather a forced affair. Cables started out 
lower, ground breaking was reported going on 
well and trade was only fairly active. Yet 
the wheat strength and the weather condi- 
tions were bullish incentives. The failure of 
the big western corn states to get rains wag 
bullish, because it suggested possible trouble 
for the crop later. On the other hand, reports 
were circulated again claiming liberal] country 
offerings of corn. Coasidering the strength of 
wheat, the small receipts at Kansas City and 
St. Louis and the big demand for cash stuff, 
corn did not act well. News from the south- 
West was bullish, but reported selling by a big 
commission house checked the advance. May 
corn opened %@'%c higher at 61%@62%\%c, sold 
as low as 61%c, when wheat eased off. and 
reacted to 62%c closing firm and %ec higher at 
62%c. Receipts were only 56 cars. 

There was better trade in oats than for 
some time. July and September were in good 
demand on reports that the weather favored 
the growth. Offerings ‘were few and the 
wheat strength brought about a better tone. 
May was rather steady and little dealt in, 
though slightly advanced on moderate cash 
business. May sold between 43 and 43%é and 
closed 4%c up at the 'atter figure.

The @ew theater was to have been 
opened on March 17, but the building is 
still in ah incomplete state. For some 
ayes no work has been done, and it may 
be discontinued altogether. 


STREET CAR MEN GET RAISE. 


Increase in Pay for Employees of 
Gecitgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company. 

About 5 motormen and conductors of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany will receive an immediate raise of 
from 14 cents to 15 cents an hour. Under 
the old contract of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company th emen got 13 cents 
an hour for the first year, 14 cents an 
hour for the next two years, and 15 cents 
after that time. The new schedule will 
be 13 cents for the first, 14 cents for the 
gecond and 15 cents for the period after 
the second year. The effect will be to 
lessen the period of reaching the maxi- 
mum figure one year for about 100 men. 
All employees will be required to dress 
neatly and a general inspection will be 
made on May 18, whey all men will be re- 
quired to appear in new uniforms. The 
effoat will bring the appearance of the 
men up to a high standard. 
The company will at once bagin the 
working of improving its tracks. Entirely 
new tracks will be laid on Pryor and 
Peachtree streets as soon as possible. 
Over a thousand .ons of steel have been 
ordered for this work as well as for nfik- 
{ng physical connections between the two

C. I. BRANAN TO AGAIN 
OPPOSE L. 


F. LIVINGSTON 


Advocate of AntieFee System Outlines His Platform 
for the Primary of June 5--Unique and Ab-. 
sorbing Statement Is Made. 


Charley Branan will again oppose Con- 
gressman L,. F. Livingston for the demo- 
cratic nomination of the fifth district. 
The name of My. Branan, as well as the 
anti-fee system advocated by him, was 
brought prominently before the voters of 
the county in the recent primary for 
county officers, in which he stood for the 
house. His defeat at the polls was of 
such a nature as_ to be regarded by him 
a practical indorsement of the principle 
for which he stands. 

His announcement and statement of 
the issues between him and Congressman 
Livingston, which are given here in part, 
will be read with absorhing interest: 

“T hereby announce myself a candidate 
to represent the people of the fifth con- 
gressional district in the fifty-eighth con- 
gress, subject to the democratic primary 
to be held on June 5. In so doing I desire 
to mrake certain propositions, which I 
will endeavor to sustain during my cam- 
paign. 

‘1. That Mr. Livingston’s twelve years 
in congress, for which he has received 
$60,000, has compensated him fully for 
the service which he has rendered the 
district, and has paid him in advance 
for any personal friendship he has shown 
to the individual, leaving out the $1,200 
a year which hag gone to his son to fiil 
an office as secretary, which was made 
by his father’s vote. 

“2, That Mr. Livingston's method in be- 
ing a turncoat in his dealings with both 
the democratic and populist parties al- 
most put the democrats out of business 
up to the time that I went as a delegate 
in 1894 to the state convention. 

“8 I will show that through my ef- 
forts in the state convention in 18%, by 
instructing the state democratic execu- 
tive committee to call all primaries for 
governor and state house officials on the 
Same day under general rules governing 
each county and militia district, _ the 
democratic party has gone forward in- 
stead of backward, as it did under Mr. 
Livingston's mismanagement. 

“4 I will show that, by making the 
race (without hope of success) for con- 
gress the last time against Mr. Living- 
ston, I emphasized that the methods pur- 
sued under his management would not 
be countenanced by the loyal democracy 
of the fifth congression@! district; and by 
making that race I caused the congres- 
sional committee to meet on last Satur- 
day, April 12, at the Kimball house, for 
the first time almost in the history of 
Mr. Livingston's being in congress—at 
least, for the past eight years—to make 
general rules governing the congressional 
primary for this district. 

‘5. I will bring to the attention of the 
white voters of the fifth congressional 
district the fact that Mr. Livingston nas 
been in politics from selfish motives ever 
since he ws connected with the Gran- 
gers, the agricultural society, and, last 
but not least, with the alliance of the 
state of Georgia, or rather with the idea 
of ‘get there and stay there.’ 

“6 I will show that he was at his old 
tricks of '61 to '6 when the vote came up 
on the Spanish war measure; that he 
was absent; that he took pleasure, as 1° 
did himself, to send the other fellow’s 
buys to the Philippines, and kept his own 
at home, some of them with fat jobs 
urder the government; that 1 suppose 
the reason he was not in his seat on that 
occasion was that he was ‘on a furlough,’ 
as he was most of the time from ‘61 to 
'65; or it is possible he was winding up 
bis Venezuelan trip. 

“7 J will show that at the cotton exposi- 
tion I gave more money out of my own 
pocket than Mr. Livingston. I will show 
that. before the effort was made to bring 
the federal prison to Atlanta. I made an 
argument both publicly, and sent it to 
representatives in congress, calling their 
attention to the large number of federal 
prisoners which were in Fulton county 
jail, and the barge amount of money paid 
by the government into the sheriff's 
hands, and this was one of the main 
arguments which brought the federal 
prison to Atlanta. 

“8 IT will show that it has been Mr. 
Livingston's policy to rule or ruin. Al- 
most the first state office he held was 
won after running in the democratic pri- 
mary ‘in which two of the best men in 
Newton county were nominated for the 
legislature, he bolted and took the negro 
and beat one of the nominees. 

“9 [I will show further that it would 
require a volume, since he has been in 
congress, to hold his promises. 

“10. I will. show that, while 1 have the 
kindliest personal feeling for the county 
and state officials in Fulton county, I be- 
lieve that my efforts to place them on 
a salary and take out of their hands 
$100,000 which they get through the pres- 
ent system each year, will leave the 
county officers to make their race on 
their ability as public officials. for itis a 
well known fact that the best way to 
break up a political ring is to take the 
money out of the center of it. 

“11, My record will show that I have 
taken an active part in establishing man- 
ufacturing enterprises in the district out- 
side of Fulton county and other in- 
stitutions; that I am a friend to the whole 
district. 

“12, My record in the legislature 
as chairman of the labor and labor sta- 
tistic committee will show for itself what 
Il accomplished for the laboring man; 
and my record on the finance committee 
of the house in 1894 and 1895 will show 
that the state tax rate was brought down 
lower than it had been for years, and 
since I left there it has gone up higher; 
also that some of the mos: important laws 
during the history of any legislature were 
passed while 1 was there, and in which 
1 took an active part. 

“13. .1f Mr. Livingston's influence in 
congress is so great, why did he not be 
equal to the occasion, as did Hon. W. 
H. Fleming, of the tenth district, when 
the question @f having the ‘colored man’ 
appointed at the head of certain federal] 
departments here? Mr. Fleming made a 
strong effort to place a white man at 
the head of the postoffice department at 
Augusta, which he accomplished. Now 
let Mr. Livingston show where he made 
such an effort to place a white man as 
collector of internal revenue in the fifth 
Gistrici. 

“14. When @ member of the legigia- 
ture, in 1894, my record in the matter 
of infiuencing appointments will show 
that I accomplished more on that line 
than any other representative, and in 
doing this I did not allow the flag of 
democracy to trail at the enemy’s feet 
for true democracy has a higher ecall- 
ing and a better principle than simply 
to have the reputation of being a ‘job- 


getter.’ 
‘15. The old Roman senator 
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for principle in their behalf, I am, theirs 
to command, 
“CHARLES I BRANAN.”

The challenge had not been received at 
Mr. Terrell’s headquarters at a ate hour 
last night and it will not be known what 
answer Mr. Terrell will make to it. It 
was stated that it had not been definitely 
decided whether or not Terrell would 
make another speech in Atlanta during 
the campaign.

Prisoner in Tll Health. 
Mrs. Duncan then goes on to say that 
she had been in ill health nearly all the 
time of her confinement in the Tower 
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Father .of Policeman  Dunhkcan, 
Sketched as He Sat in Court 
Yesterday. , 
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‘and that the relaxation from the strain 
.of the trial was the cause of her faint- 


ing. -~Continuing she tells of her appear- 
ance in court yesterday morning and of 
the effort her lawyers made to show that 
her attack of dizziness and hysteria was 
involuntary. The petition then declares: 
' «The court declined to gllow that evidence to 
be introduced and: stated that it made no dif- 
ference whether said :fainting spell was vol- 
untary or involuntary, that the effect on 
the jury would be the same, and that he 
would not allow the jury to consider the case 
farther. * * * * Petitfoner shows that the 
action of said Judge Candler, presiding in her 
trial as aforesaid and declaring a mistrial un- 
der the ‘facts and ectrcumstances stated, was 
illegal in that said judge so presiding ought 
to have instituted an inquiry and heard evi- 
dence as to whether petitioner had been vol- 
untarily guilty of misconduct in the presence 
of the jury intended to.or caleulated to have 
the effeet of improperly infiuencing the jury 
in their consideration of the:case, and ought 
not to have declared a. mistrial in said case 
unless the evidence satisfied the said judge 
that petitioner had voluntary been gullty of 
such misconduct in the presence of the jury. 
Petitioner alleges also thatthe action of 
said presiding judge in ordering a mistrial was 
illegal and in excess of his authority, and an 
abuse of his discretion tn this that if the 
court would not on his own motion institute an 
inquiry and hear evidence as to whether the 
alleged misconduct of petitioner in the presence 
of the jury was voluntary or involuntary, still 
it was his duty before declaring a mistrial 
when petitioner's counsel offered to show that 
such alleged misconduct was wholly involun- 
tary and unconscious on the part of petitioner 
to hear and pass upon such evidence before or- 
dering a mistrial, and especially was this the 
duty of said presiding judge in view of the 
fact that he had detained petitioner in her 
weak and nervous condition in said court house 
from before 8 o’clock in the morning until 8:30 
o'clock p. m., and had detained petitioner In 
the actual presence of the court and jury with- 
out any intermission for any purpose whatever 
from 2 o’clock p. m. until 8:30 p. m., and had 
denied the application of petitioner’s counsel 
fer a recess until morning, or for a recess for 
supper. . 

It seems there are three ways of con- 
testing the order passed by the court, 
One of these is by writ of habeas corpus, 
the second an appéal from the order 
of mistrial itself, and, third, the plea 
of former jeopardy, ‘to be made when 
the case is again called for trial. It is 
understood that Mrs. Dunecan’s attorneys 
will resort to the two other methods 
should they not bé able to effect the re- 
lease of their client Dy means of habeas 
corpus proceedings. . 

Mistrial Was Declared. 

It was 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning— 
exactly twelve hours after the moment 
that Mrs. Duncan fell in a swoon in the 
court room—when Judge Candler took 
his seat'in the criminal division of the 
superior court. He asked Solicitor Gen- 
eral Hill if he had anything to say about 
the incident of Wednesday evening. Mr. 
Hill replied that, while he had decided 
opinions about the matter, still he did not 
eare to ask that a mistrial be declared. 
He thought, however, the matter was 
one clearly within the discretion of the 
court. 

Judge Candler signified his intention to 
declare a mistrial and asked that Mrs. 
Duncan be brought into court. She came 
in leaning on the arm of one of the depu- 
ty sheriffs. She was very pale and held 
her handkerchief to her face. Colonel 
Herbert Dean, a member of Mrs. Dun- 
can’s counsel, objected to a mistrial and 
asked to be allowed to introduce the 
testimony of Dr. Hurt, who, he said, 
would declare that Mrs. Duncan was 
unable to control herself when she faint- 
ed and screamed. 

The court announced its intention of 
declaring a mistrial and declined to hear 
any further evidence. The jury was 
called in and when each member had been 
seated they were addressed by Judge 
Candler as follows: 

“Gentlemen,” said he, “I have decided 
to withdraw this case from your further 
consideration. You, like myself, Were 
witnesses to the unfortunate occurrence 
of last night and it no doubt affected 
you as it did me. If such a thing were 
allowed to happen in the presence of tne 
jury, it would make all law subservient 
to the actions of the prisoner.’’ 

Mrs. Duncan Broke Down. 


When the jury was disriissed Mrs. 
Duncan broke down again and was taken 
into the judge’s private office to await 
the arrival of a cab, wh’ch was sum- 
moned. It was raining wien she, ac- 
companied by'her lawyers and the court 
attendants, came out of the court house. 
She was driven rapidly away to the

Suggestion To Extend State Road to 
Sea Coast Leads to Discussion. 


MANY FAVOR THE IDEA 


Messrc. Whitner and Renfroe Write 
Cards to The Constitufion on 
Different Phases of Matter.

The Constitution’s editorial suggesting 
that the state of Georgia build a rail- 
road to the seacoast to furnish an out- 
let for the present state road is causing 
wide discussion. The necessity for such 
a road, as protection for the Western 
and Atlantic, has been strongly evi- 
denced and many lealding citizens have 
heartily indorsed The Constitution’s sug- 
gestion. 

The following cards from Messrs. J. 
C. Whitner and J. W. Renfroe, Mr. 
Whitner favoring the plan and Mr. Ren- 
froe opposing it, are of particular in- 
terest at this time: 

“Editor Constitution: Your editorial in 
Wednesday’s paper was timely and sen- 
sible. It was a great undertaking in 
Georgia years ago to build the present 
state road. It wag done because of the 
insufficiency of means among the people 
for such an undertaking and also with 
the view of benefiting the state gener- 
ally. It has accomplished all these points 
as far as it was built. Should we not 
go on with greater results from the 
same road? 

“Look at our surroundings. There is 
no scarcity of money with those moving 
so strongly in favor of railroad building 
of today. I am sure the millionaires 
managing the raiirbad enterprises of 
today have no desire to injure Georgia, 
her people or her state road. They are 
seeking what we learned to prize during 
the war and to qualify by the words 
‘eligibility’ or ‘ineligibility.’ Atlanta was 
a position pf marked eligibility during 
the war, but unfortunately General Jo- 
seph E. Johnston and one or two others 
alone seemed to appreciate the fact. So 
now Atlanta is eligible in commerce, in 
position, being half way to all other 
points of imyportance, anid as to health 
and remarkable business men. 

“Now our highly appreciated Georgia 
boy, Samuel Spencer, knows every eli- 
gible point and position for railroading 
in Georgia and the entire south. He is 
a true-hearted southerner, and has never 
allowed the dream of honor or success 
to suggest a particle of damage to our 
country. Yet, while laboring for the 
good of Georgia as far as coincident 
with that of his road, he may make 
plans as to eligibility many miles away 
from the state road which may not do 
it any good. And, as exhibited by every 
successful road of the present time, the 
larger the road the greater its influence, 
its success and its security. Such dem- 
onstrations are daily placed before our 
eyes. The conclusion, therefore, must 
be, your contention is correct, that our 
state road should be at once continued 
to our seaports.

- “Bditor Constitution: 
your editorial, suggesting an extension 
of the state road to the sea. It may 
seem presumptious in me to give an opin- 
ion adverse to so many of the able citi- 
zens of Atlanta, but my convictions are 
go fixed that I will venture them at the 
risk of criticism. I see nothing but a 
great expense without an adequate in- 
come to justify it, without an extension 
at the other end from Chattanooga to the 
great west, owned by the state, for 
without such ownership in this day of 
such great railroad combinations, it 
would be as easy to bottle up the state 
road from Chattanooga to the sea as 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta. What 
point.on the coast is there that is not 
already reached by other roads? Then 
without state ownership of western con- 
nections (which is impracticable) where 
would business come from? Why, of 
course, the state road would have to 
rely entirely on local business which 
weuld not pay expenses. You may ask, 
what motive would other roads have in 
bottling up the state road? I might 
answer, if nothing else, retaliation! 
Because of the state’s effort to force 
them, all the other roads, to pay so 
large a rental to go into the depot that 
is proposed to be built on the present 
site, which is entirely inadequate. You 
may go down to the water level ani#é 
up to the sky, and you can’t build a 
depot there to accommodate the great 
amount of travel that comes to Atlanta. 

“Build a depot facing Forsyth or 
Loyd streets and sell all the land be- 
tween these streets. 

“Atlanta would do well to buy the 
land on which the ‘old shack’ stands 
and erect a building tall enough to ac- 
commodate all the county and city offi- 
cials with a grand central market on 
the first floor, an auditorium on the 
second floor that would seat 25,000 people. 
In fact, I think it would be better to 
sell the entire railroad and pay off the 
public debt, which would reduce taxa- 
tion to a mere song, than to stand quiet 
and let the road be bottled up. ,In my 
opinion the effort to extend the road to 
the sea and compete with the other lines 
together with the depot problem will 
only result in a gigantic railroad com- 
bine that would bottle up and ruin the 
value of the state road.

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HERD OF FINE BUFFALOES 
MAY GRACE GRANT PARK 


The finese herd of buffaloes in the 
world may at an early date be quartered 
at Grant park. 

That is, if the park board can raise 
the money to buy them.

Biven the park enough money to pay 
running expenses. 

‘The park board met yesterday after- 
noon in regular monthly session and at 
that time a representative of the park 
in Adrian, Mich., teld them of the buffalo 
herd that is for sale. The commissioners 
of the Atlanta parks are all anxious to 
make the purchase. 

The commissioners have only a day or 
two in which to accept or refuse the 
offer and they will try and devise some 
plan by which to raise the money to make 
this addition to the present zoo. At 
present they are holding the matter in 
abeyarce until they see what can be 
done. In the meantime if any citizen 
wants to come forward and suggest a 
plan by which the money can be raised 
the park board will be glad to hear from 
him. 

Aside from the discussion about the 
buffaloes the park board did not attend 
to much business of importance except 
the regular monthly routine. The park 
at present is in better condition than 
ever and during the present summer it 
will be, as it has been in the past, the 
favorite resort about the city. A great 
amount of work has been done this spring 
and the park will be found prettier than 
ever this summer. Still a herd of buf- 
faloes would be a great attraction and 
the commission*rs are hopeful that they 
will have a plan suggested that will ena- 
ble them to secure the lot now offered 
them.

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FEW CHANGES 
IN-NEW SYSTEM 


President’ Erwin of. Plant 
System, Reaches Sa- 
vannah. 


CONSERVATIVE POLICY OF 
ATLANTIC COAST LINE 


Denies That Sale of Plant System 
Was Made by Morton Plant 
and Against President’s 
Wishes — Employees 
To Be Retained. 


Savannah, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)j— 
President R. G. Erwin, of the Plant sys- 
tem, arrived in Savannah this afternoon 
from New York. He was seen by the 
representative of The Constitution, who 
asked him about the location of the At- 
lantic Coast Line, the retention of Plant 
officials and other matters. 

“I am not authortzed,’”’ said Mr. Erwin, 
“to speak for the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company as to its intentions 
with reference to the future management 
of the property which {fs now called the 
Plant system. The past history of the 
management of the Atlantic Coast Line 
satisfies me, however, that they are con- 
servative people who will not be disposed 
to make changes in the officers or em- 
plcyees of what is now the Plant system 
except for cause. Those of our people 
who possess merit—and it has always 
been our purpose and endeavor to get the 
best, and we believe we have them—will 
be benefited by the consolidation of the 
two systems, because there is always a 
better chance for a man to advance when 
he is connected with a system of 4,000 
miles -than when he is connected with 
a system of 2,000 miles. What I have 
said does not, of course, apply to the 
executive officers or directors of the 
Plant system railway company, who, of 
ecurse, will resign at: the time of the 
ccnsolidation. 

“I have noticed in the newspapers 
statements to the effect that the sale 
made to the Atlantic Coast Line was 
caused by the result of the Plant will 
case and also that the sale was made 
by Morton F. Plant and against my 
wishes. None of these statements have 
any foundation whatever in fact. I ne- 
gotiated the sale, subject to the ap- 
proval of our directors, believing that 
stch sale was for the best interest of 
the stockholders of the Plant Investment 
Company, which owns a majority of the 
stccks of the several railroads constitut- 
ing the Plant system. Our directors by 2 
unanimous vote of those present at the 
meeting approved and confirmed the sale. 

‘The sale was made to che Atlantie 
Ccast Line Company, and no other com- 
pany or person was a party to the pur- 
chase cr is interested therein. 

“I believe the purchase by the Atlantic 
Coast Line Company of our railway 
properties will be beneficial to all the 
cities located on the Plant system, and I 
do not see how it can result otherwise 
than in an increaced business for Savan- 
rah. By reason of its Iccation Savannah, 
in my opinion, will always be the head- 
quarters of the representatives of our 
railroads now located in Savannah.’’ 

Mr. Erwin will remain in the south 
severa) days and may make a trip over 
the Plant system. .<: 

Railway Ciub Met. 

The Southern and Southwestern Rail- 
way Club held its regular meeting here 
yesterday. The business section was 
called to order in one of the private par- 
lors of the Kimball at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning by President J. H. Wat- 


ters. 

The discussions prepared by the com- 
mittee were’ carried out with the excep- 
tion of that on “‘The Most Economical 
Form of Locomotive Grates for South- 
ern Coal,’”’ which was continued until 
the next meeting on account of the in- 
ability of the members of the committee 
which had it in charge, to be pitsent. 

A new feature which was introduced by 
President Watters yesterday promises 
to be of great benefit to the club, It is 
called the question box, and all mem- 
bers are urged to send in questions which 
they think will provoke interesting dis- 
cussions. 

Several questions read yesterday 
brought out discussions which proved 
of great advantage to the members of 
the club. Tne question submitted by one 
member was ‘‘Should not some step be 
taken to prevent manufacturers from 
placing advertisements on cars?” ‘The 
discussion on this question showed that 
the members of the club were unan- 
imous in the opinion that such a step 
should be taken, but they were divided 
as to the best means for accomplishing 
this end. It was decided to refer this 
question to the Master Car Builders’ As- 
sociation with the request that it be 
discussed by .hat body. 

Several other questions were submitted 
which aroused great interest, but owing 
to lack of time could not receive full dis- 
‘position. It was resolved to leave these 
on the docket, and they will come up for 
discussion at some future meeting. 

In the afternoon the members of the 
club were given a trip over the city as 
the guests of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Light Company. They visited 
the federal prison and the steam heat- 
ing and electric plants of the company. 


Interest in Big Deal. 

Atlanta railway men.in common with 
the fraternity all over the country are 
just now greatly interested in the deal 
by which the Southern is said to have 
gained control of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. 

With them it is almost universally 
thought that the Morgan interests which 
have controlled the Southern all along 
have now gained a controlling interest in 
the Loutsville and Nashville, but none 
of them believe that the actual com- 
bination of the two roads is a possibility 
of even the remote future. 

The reason assigned for this purpose 
on every hand is that the magnatcs who 
control! the stock know the temper of 
the people tom well to attempt such a 
thing. In the opinon of the railway men 
even if the same people do control both 
roads the semblance of competition will 
be kept up just as it is now, they will 
be operated independently and will in 
every respect have the appearance of 
entirely distinct systems. 

However, say the local railway men, 
this competition wili not be of the genu- 
ine order, and the rate wars which have 
been seen in the past will never occur 
again, if the roads have combined, for 
the men who control the stocks will not 
see their money wasted in warring against 
themselves. 

As to the final outcome of the poly of 
consolidation there is great difference cf 
opinion. Some think that only a general 
community of interest is being sought 
by the magnates, while others see in their 
movements deep laid schemes and plots 
against the people end the employees of 
roads that are far from pleasant to con- 
template. :
